
The First AIDS Breakthrough of the Year: 

FDA Approves Growth Hormone Treatment IND

Norwell, Massachusetts-based biotech 
company Serono Inc. announced with little 
fanfare on Thursday, December 22 that the 
Food and Drug Administration had 
approved its plans for a Treatment IND 


(Investigational New Drug) program for 
Serostim recombinant human growth hor¬ 
mone. 

Treatment with Serostim has shown significant results 
in reversing wasting syndrome in people with AIDS by 
increasing lean body mass. ACT UP/Golden Gate report¬ 
ed on growth hormone in the November 23 issue of Bay 
Area Reporter and was instrumental in achieving the 


wider access announced on Thursday. 

For people with AIDS, approval of a Treatment IND 
(TIND) means expanded access. Any AIDS patient who 
has a wasting diagnosis (at least ten percent body weight 
loss) could be eligible for this TIND. The program will 
be handled by Serono through the patient’s physician. 
Doctors must call Serono at 1-800-714-AIDS to receive 
start-up information. The physicians must then establish

A LOOK BACK AT 1994 


Lou Sheldon Goes 
To Washington

Perhaps only a Presidential 
victory by fellow-believers Pat 
Robertson or Patrick Bucha¬ 
nan could have brought the 
Reverend Lou Sheldon more 
joy than the recent off-year 
elections. Now the fervently 
anti-gay chair of the Anaheim- 
based Traditional Values 
Coalition has the ear of two of 
Washington’s most powerful 
insiders - incoming Congres¬ 
sional Republicans Speaker of 
the House Newt Gingrich of 
Georgia, and Senate Majority 
Whip Trent Lott of Mississippi. 

Lott and conservative moral values 
pontificator William Bennett were both 
featured in Sheldon’s 1993 videotape 
Gay Rights/Special Rights: Inside the 
Homosexual Agenda, which was circu¬ 
lated in Congress. ‘This could be Lou’s 
golden opportunity,” Bennett said in a 
December 19 New York Times profile of 
Sheldon. 

Indeed, Sheldon told Times reporter 
David Dunlap that Gingrich made a 
commitment to him last September to 
hold hearings on the subject of public 
school programs about homosexuality. 
Sheldon said Gingrich did not “want 
kindergarten children or elementary 
school children being taught, where 
Federal dollars are involved, that the 
homosexual lifestyle is just another kind 
of diversity.” In the recently published

AMA Change Comes Slowly 

Doctor’s Orders: Stop 
Trying To Change Gay People

Progress of a lasting sort 
usually takes a long time, and 
is sometimes even slower than 
it appears on the surface. 

For example, the American Medical 
Association’s landmark December 6 
policy change regarding gay and les¬ 
bian sexual orientation earlier this 


month was spurred by a meeting 
between AMA trustees and members of 
the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association board of directors clear 
back in 1993, according to GLMA 
executive director Ben Schatz. 

That meeting prompted the re-exam- 
ination of the AMA’s standing policy 
since 1981, supporting aversion thera¬ 
pies and other therapies designed to

Digital Queers To Hold 
Court at MacWorld

Lesbian comic and scat singer Lea DeLaria 
will be among those performing at a Digital 
Queers benefit for Lambda Legal Defense Fund 
on Saturday, January 7. 

Digital Queers is the national non-profit 800- 
member organization of computer technology pro¬ 
fessionals and the fundraiser, called Love On 
Trial, is the group’s third annual MacWorld Expo 
Computer Beauty Makeover. 

The group has raised cash in the past to provide 
computer equipment upgrades to the National 
Lesbian and Gay Task Force and Frameline, pro¬ 
ducers of the annual San Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival. 

Digital Queers has also provided basic comput¬ 
er equipment - such as terminals, printers, 
modems, and related software - to approximately 
40 lesbian and gay groups throughout the country. 

The group has also attended to organizations’ 
other computer-related needs, according to DQ 
co-chairs Karen Wickre and Tom Reilly, including 
training and help with creating mailing lists, send¬ 
ing and receiving e-mail, and producing flyers. 

More than 60,000 people attend the annual 
MacWorld event, and DQ wants to give a respite 


from the requisite - but often boring and drab and 
very straight - corporate networking at the event 
to the thousands of lesbians and gays from around 
the world who will gather at the site. 

The group hopes to raise an estimated $75,000 
at the fundraiser. Reilly also noted that the annual 
parties, at which thousands of lesbian and gay 
computer and technology professionals network, 
have already had a positive impact: they have 
spawned at least two major love affairs among 
participants. 

Love On Trial will boast a judicial theme in 
honor of Lambda Legal Defense Fund, a group that 
was founded in 1973 to fight anti-gay and HIV- 
related discrimination nationally through test case 
litigation. The party will start next Saturday, 6 p.m. 
at the Center For The Arts at Yerba Buena Gardens, 
located at 701 Mission Street. A special private 
reception for major donors will begin at 5 p.m. 

Admission is $30 if paid in advance, or $40 at 
the door. Donations of $100 or more will be 
matched by the Gill Foundation. Reservations will 
be held at the door. V

New Campaign Targets Drug, 
Alcohol Abuse Among Gays

Gay and bisexual men with 
alcohol and drug problems are 
the target of a new campaign 
launched this month by 18th 
Street Services, the nation’s 
largest substance gay men’s 
substance abuse and HIV pro¬ 
gram. 

The “Had Enough?” cam¬ 
paign targets gay men with sub¬ 
stance abuse problems through 
ads in gay newspapers, as well 
as bus shelter signs in the 
Castro and other high gay den¬ 
sity areas. It is sponsored by the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, Gannett Outdoor 
Shelters, Chroma Copy, Earl 
Office Design, and through 
individual donations, according 
to Steve Bums, the agency’s 
executive director. 

Bilingual flyers and a special 
edition of the AIDS Update 
Viacom cable call-in television 
program on Tuesday, January 


17 will also feature the cam¬ 
paign. 

“We don’t talk about it 
much, but substance abuse is 
every bit as serious an epidemic 
as HIV. And men who get 
loaded are far more likely to 
spread HIV through unsafe 
sex,” said Burns. 

With an estimated $1 million 
annual budget, the nationally 
renowned agency offers a confi¬ 
dential four-phase recovery pro¬ 
gram, individual and group 
counseling on an affordable 
sliding scale to more than 500 
men a year, special services to 
people with HIV, culturally- 
specific recovery services 
including Spanish language, 
Latino, African-American, and 
Native American counselors 
and support groups, plus special 
services focusing on the needs 
of gay and bisexual men under 
27 as well as deaf and hearing 
impaired gays. 

Unlike other substance abuse 


programs in the city, where peo¬ 
ple seeking drug treatment at 
publicly-funded programs fre¬ 
quently have to wait for several 
weeks until they can be seen by 
a counselor or enter a support 
group, the agency has no wait¬ 
ing list to enter treatment. 

The 18th Street Services 
staff are gay and bisexual and 
culturally diverse. Most are in 
recovery from alcohol or sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

The agency also provides the 
18th Street Services Meeting, 
located at the comer of Market 
and 15th Streets, which hosts 
over 60 gay, bi, and lesbian 
Alcoholics Anonymous, 
Narcotics Anonymous, and 
other twelve step meetings 
every week. V

People of Color Groups 
Recognized by Cable Cars

Four gay and lesbian community organi¬ 
zations that comprise the Coalition of Color 
will be awarded the prestigious 1995 Bob 
Cramer Award of Excellence, the Cable Car 
Awards Board of Directors announced 
Tuesday, December 20. 

AGUILAS, ELLAS, GAPA, and LGAD- 
DA will be the organizations sharing the 
award, said Bevan Dufty, speaking on behalf of 
the board. AGUILAS is the Latino gay men’s 
organization; ELLAS, the Latina lesbian orga¬ 
nization; GAPA, the Gay Asian Pacific 
Alliance; and LGADDA, Lesbians and Gays 
of African Descent for Democratic Action. 

The Bob Cramer Award commemorates 
the founder of the Cable Car Awards, who 
gave over two decades of service to the les¬ 
bian and gay community. The Awards show 
will be held Saturday, March 11, 1995 at the 
Fashion Center, located at 699 Eighth Street. 

In terms of visibility and accomplish¬ 
ments by these organizations, 1994 was a 
banner year, Dufty said. He counted among 
their achievements: 

• The Coalition of Color hosted a joint 
forum for candidates for this year’s board of 
supervisors election. 

• GAPA became part of the first gay/les¬ 
bian Asian/Pacific contingent to participate 
in both the San Francisco Chinese New Year 
and Cherry Blossom parades. GAPA also 
lobbied the Japanese American Citizens 
League, which passed a resolution support¬ 
ing same-sex marriages. 

• AGUILAS (which means “Eagles” in 
Spanish) held their first awards dinner, 
which drew over 300 supporters. The ban¬ 
quet also honored San Francisco Health 
Director Dr. Sandra Hernandez and others. 


AGUILAS also sponsored a gay/lesbian art 
exhibit last summer at the Mission Cultural 
Center. 

• ELLAS marched with its own contin¬ 
gent in this year’s Cinco de Mayo parade and 
helped host the first national Latina Lesbian 
conference this past fall in Tucson, Arizona. 

• LGADDA held its first awards dinner 
this year with over 400 persons in attendance 
and an address by openly gay African- 
American Presidential assistant Keith Boykin. 

“These are just a few examples of what 
these organizations have achieved in terms 
of gaining recognition for the diversity of 
our community, which is also one of our 
greatest strengths,” said Cable Car co-chair 
Chris Carnes. “It is equally significant that 
most of these organizations are also promi¬ 
nently involved in improving HIV preven¬ 
tion and AIDS care and treatment programs, 
to better reach and serve people of color 
communities,” Carnes added. 

“We are excited that this year’s award will 
recognize the outstanding achievements of 
these four organizations that have energized 
their communities and challenged people of 
color communities and the lesbian and gay 
community to be more inclusive and sensi¬ 
tive to lesbians and gays of color,” Cable Car 
co-chair Carlos Larranaga said. “Diversity is 
the hallmark of the movement for lesbian 
and gay rights. 

“We are tremendously proud of the work 
that these organizations have done to further 
this progress and to make our community 
more inclusive,” added Larranaga. T

Log Cabinites Reaffirm 
Intent “To Champion” Gays

The new president of the local gay Republican Log Cabin Club has 
sharp words for gay activists of the more traditional left-leaning variety. 

In his installation speech on December 20, President Steve Fong called 
for “charting a new course for the acceptance of gays in America” and 
blasted “radicals in the lesbian and gay community 
who opposed domestic partners legislation because 
it mimicked a straight idea.” 

Fong denounced such “heterophobic radicals” 
in the community, and called them misguided. 

“No more should the radical’s tactics and mis¬ 
guided ideas be the main voice of America,” Fong 
said. It is unclear whether he intended to dispar¬ 
age radical gays or the radical right. 

Although Log Cabin members have been per¬ 
ceived as traitors to the gay liberation movement, 
Fong told the Bay Area Reporter the club’s real 
mission is “to champion lesbian and gays as 
human beings with wholly integrated personali¬ 
ties, in which sexual orientation is but one quality 
of the human condition.” 

The gay Republican club was founded in 1977 
to organize opposition to the anti-gay Brigg’s initiative that would have 
prevented lesbians and gays from working as teachers or other education 
professionals. 

Fong, 26, is the youngest member to be elected the group’s president. 

A onetime co-chair of the Lesbian and Gay Alliance at City College, 
Fong was also involved in the Matt Fong for State Treasurer campaign, 
and served on the Lee Dolson for Community College campaign. 

Local Republican officials and appointees attended the annual installation. 

Other office holders installed at the event included vice presidents 
Mike German and Michael Barger, treasurer Michael Gallardo, and 
recording secretary Chris Bowman. Newly installed directors included 
Barbara Chiodo, Arthur Collingsworth, Scott King, Paul Lynd, Jim 
Rogers, and Robert Speer. 

Fong is a native San Franciscan and has been a member of the group’s 
board since 1990. ▼

Peer Counselor: “I Promote People To Touch Themselves” 

Bay Area Teens Admit: 
Masturbation Exists!

The San Francisco 
Adolescent HIV Coalition 
responded to the firing of 
Surgeon General Joycelyn 
Elders at a December 19 press 
conference at which teens and 
young adults spoke their minds 
about sex education, masturba¬ 
tion, and sexuality. A panel of 
seven youth from the ages of 15 
to 23 discussed the need for 
adults and policy makers to deal 
honestly and frankly with 
today’s kids in the face of AIDS. 

“Today’s youth is the highest 
group at risk to contract HIV,” 
said Hector Morfme, 23, who is 
HIV-positive and a member of 
the 26-and-under organization 
Bay Positives. “I couldn’t ask 
my parents, there was no one to 
turn to. If adults don’t validate 
us, we are going to lose a big 
generation.” 

Yesenia Aguirre, 19, said the 
firing of Surgeon General 
Elders is a perfect example of 
how society is afraid to talk 
about alternatives to sexual 


intercourse, even though kids 
are taught that sex should be 
avoided. 

“This shows the influence the 
conservative party really has,” 
Aguirre said. “When we get 
someone bold enough to give 
[alternative] options, 

Washington gets scared and 
their solution is to get rid of that 
person.” 

The panel spoke of alterna¬ 
tive options to sex, as well as 
protective measures to use dur¬ 
ing sex, such as condoms and 
dental dams. The group encour¬ 
aged policymakers to listen to 
kids’ opinions before making 
decisions that effect them. 

“Kids get high, have sex, and 
don’t think about condoms. It’s 
important to teach reality,” Ariel 
Sosna, 17, a George Washington 
High School student and peer 
counselor, stated. “Students are 
going to have sex and they 
should be taught how to use a 
condom. Masturbation is anoth¬ 
er way to learn about their own 
sexuality and relieve themselves 
safely.” 


Sosna added that learning to 
take care of oneself is a very 
complicated process. 

“I know my limits better now 
that I am older,” she stated. 

Peer educator Ethan Patched, 
20, said that the government 
should not deprive students of 
vital information about a life 
and death issue, not a right or 
wrong issue. 

“Conservatives need to wake 
up,” Patched said. “I promote 
people to touch themselves and 
to get to know their own body - 
how it feels and how it looks.” 

The group feels that Elders 
was wrongfully fired from her 
position and that she should be 
hired back but admit that there 
is little hope of that happening. 
They do hope that her replace¬ 
ment will continue to speak out 
boldly and honestly on critical 
issues. 

A banner was hung behind 
the panel that summed up the 
point of the discussion. It was a 
quote by Dr. Elders that read: 
“Education is definitely better 
than ignorance.” T 


Study on Inpatient HIV Testing: 
The Costs Outweigh the Benefits

The cost of providing voluntary HIV counseling and testing of all hospital 
inpatients to protect healthcare workers would far outweigh the benefits, a new 
University of California San Francisco study has found. 

If all inpatients were offered HIV counseling and testing, 3.6 healthcare 
worker HIV infections per year might be prevented, UCSF researchers esti¬ 
mated, at a total annual program cost of $2.7 billion. That works out to $753 
million per infection averted, according to lead author Dr. Peter Lurie of the 
UCSF Center for AIDS Prevention Studies. 

Any widespread HIV screening program can produce both positive and neg¬ 
ative effects, according to Lurie. “HIV-infected inpatients identified through 
such a program could be referred for early medical management of infection 
and could be counseled to reduce the risk of HIV transmission to their sex part¬ 
ners,” he says. 

“However, because the HIV test is imperfect, some inpatients will test HIV¬ 
positive even though they are not infected,” Lurie adds. “If testing is limited to 
hospitals where at least one percent of inpatients have HIV, about 56,400 peo¬ 
ple a year will be falsely labeled HIV-positive, with potentially devastating con¬ 
sequences for their personal lives.” 

The study was published in the December 21 issue of The Journal of the

Straight Victim of Anti-Gay 
Crime Blasts SFPD Response

What started out as a relax¬ 
ing cigarette break for an 
employee of a financial district 
brokerage firm on October 14 
became, almost without warn¬ 
ing, a harrowing and life-threat¬ 
ening incident that the victim 
knew was an anti-lesbian attack. 

The victim is a straight 
woman. Her case shows that 
heterosexuals are not immune to 
homophobic violence, and that 
police are still unsure how to 
deal with such incidents. 

When Dina Scibetti first saw 
her attacker outside the BART 
station at Montgomery and Post 
that day, she told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “He started urinating, 
and then when I said, ‘Ooh, how 
gross,’ he stood over me and 
spat on me.” 

When the 25-year-old San 
Francisco resident protested, the 
man, identified as Herbert John 
Derungs, allegedly yelled, “You 
wish you were a man, you dyke, 
you lesbian.” 

Scibetti told the B.A.R. she 
assumes Derungs thought she 
was a lesbian because of the 
baggy pants she wore. “It was a 
dress-down day for me,” she 
said, “but if I’d been dressed in 
a skirt I probably would have 
been a ‘slut’ to him.” 

A co-worker saw the situa¬ 
tion, Scibetti said, but Derungs 
ignored his plea to “leave her 
alone.” Instead, she alleged, 
Derungs told her, “You probably 
think you have a penis in your 
pants. I’ll show you what a man 
is,” and then punched her in the 
face. 

Derungs then started chasing 
her through the bustling traffic 
area adjacent to the Galleria 


shopping mall, Scibetti said. 
“Only the car traffic saved me 
from being raped.” Finally, 
security guards from the 
Galleria apprehended Derungs 
before police appeared. 

And then it got worse. 

When the police arrived, 
Scibetti told the B.A.R ., the 
responding officer L. Sorhond 
did not comfort her. In fact, she 
said, she was victimized a second 
time by Sorhond’s insensitivity. 

“He only charged the inci¬ 
dent as a battery,” she said, “and 
refused to report it as a hate- 
motivated, anti-gay attack, pri¬ 
marily because I told him I am 
straight.” 

In trying to follow up on her 
case, Scibetti encountered still 
more insensitivity from prose¬ 
cutors and their staffs, as well as 
a police officer at General 
Works where case files are kept 
and a receptionist at the San 
Francisco Police Department’s 
Hate Crimes unit. 

“The receptionist told me I 
probably couldn’t have the inci¬ 
dent reclassified as a hate crime 
because I am not gay,” she 
recalled angrily. 

Scibetti said the decision by 
the district attorney’s office to 
reclassify the case as a hate 
crime (on December 6, seven 
weeks after the attack) only 
came about because she 
screamed at a D.A. investigator 
and asked Community United 
Against Violence to intervene. 

“Such incidents are not 
uncommon, despite the SFPD’s 
national reputation for being 
sensitive to gay and lesbian hate 
violence victims and working 
with community groups,” 
according to Leslie Addison, 
CUAV’s hate crime client advo¬ 


cate. She added that an average 
of two incidents each month, of 
some 350 incidents reported 
every year, involve instances in 
which police initially refused to 
record an incident as hate-moti¬ 
vated. 

“What makes the Derungs 
case stand out is that the victim 
is a heterosexual who saw this 
as an anti-gay and lesbian case,” 
she said. Fortunately, Scibetti 
knew of CUAV’s existence 
through a gay co-worker. 

Sandi Bargioni of the SFPD 
Hate Crimes Unit told the Bay 
Area Reporter that “officers are 
always told to weigh in favor of 
the victim’s perception of why 
the incident occurred, and to at 
least send us a copy of the report 
for review and possible reas¬ 
signment.” 

Chuck Haines, a gay prose¬ 
cutor in the Hate Crimes Unit, 
was not available for comment 
at press time. 

Addison told the B.A.R. that 
since she began working for 
CUAV last June, she has suc¬ 
cessfully gotten three of five 
cases reclassified as hate-moti¬ 
vated. She said other cases were 
not requested to be reclassified, 
either because the defendant 
could not be found or because 
the victim’s injuries were so 
slight the case was not likely to 
be prosecuted or the legal defin¬ 
ition of a hate crime was not 
met. T 
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BAPHR Shells 
Out $41.8 K in 
Grant Money

The Bay Area Physicians For Human Rights Foundation 
has announced the recipients of its annual funding cycle for 
the fiscal 1994 year. 

The foundation has distributed a total of $41,807 this year 
to more than a dozen groups that provide lesbian and gay spe¬ 
cific services. 

The foundation’s grants come from contributions made by 
lesbian and gay physicians throughout Northern California in 
support of lesbian and gay causes. 

The group is the philanthropic arm of Bay Area Physicians 
for Human Rights, a gay and lesbian physician’s group that 
has played a leadership role in local healthcare issues includ¬ 
ing AIDS. 

The 1994 Grants include $5,000 to Kairos Support For 
Caregivers to subsidize workshops of caregiving for people 
who are in later stages of AIDS; $3,180 to Marin AIDS 
Project for HIV prevention media ads; $2,000 to the Healing 
Alternatives Foundation for a treatment and resource library 
for clients; $1,800 to Most Holy Redeemer AIDS Support 
Group for an educational forum on burnout; and $4,500 to 
Woman Inc. to initiate a lesbian domestic violence program. 

Other groups receiving assistance included the S.F. Unified 
School District’s Gay and Lesbian Support Service program, 
which received $2,500 to develop a video for lesbian and gay 
youth, and Community Consortium/UCSF, which received 
$5,266 for computer equipment that will link local physicians 
to HIV trial information and databases. T

I t’s hard to believe we’re saying this, 
but we’re almost sorry to see 1994 
come to an end.

Don’t misunderstand: we don’t 
fear the new year, despite the notion 
of Gingrich and Jesse and Dole (oh, 
my!) lurking around the comer. Even 
with 365 days of 1995 stretching 
before us, we’re painfully aware that 
there isn 't enough time to be afraid. 
Not when there are friends and lovers 
to be tended to, gay kids to be sup¬ 
ported, people at risk for HIV to be 
educated, and - just as importantly - 
joy and love to be shared. We’re too 
busy to be fearful, and too angry. 

We have reported on far too many 
wonderful gays and lesbians over the 
last 12 months to let ourselves be 
cowed into submission by blustering 
bigots. So we’ve resolved on the cusp 
of the new year that we will not be bul¬ 
lied in 1995. We will not be lectured to 
about values by Deadbeat Dad Newt 
Gingrich; we will not put up with 
windy tales of homosexual recruiting 
from Jesse Helms, particularly when 
his hands reek of tobacco - an industry 
that does aggressively recruit teens, as 


he knows; nor will we suffer any of the 
other fools who vilify us. 

We will fight when necessary, and 
politic when possible, but mostly we’ll go 
on as we always have, being an example 
to the rest of this country. And through it 
all we will make it known to the people 
who took out that Contract on America - 
excuse us, with America - that if it’s 
America they’re interested in, we are it at 
its very best 

To return to our point about the 
lack of available time to be fright¬ 
ened, we should mention last week¬ 
end’s turkey-and-all-the-trimmings 
dinner for HIV-positive Bay Area 
residents, sponsored by the AIDS 
Emergency Fund.

Watching the volunteers who 
spent their Christmas Eve serving 
others - the living embodiments of 
genuinely Christian principles - was 
more heartwarming and spiritual for 
us than all the religious services 
we’ve ever attended, combined. 
(Also, just for the record, at least a 
few of those volunteers reportedly 


made romantic contact with each 
other while doing their good deeds, 
so anyone who’s looking for a reason 
to get involved next year might con¬ 
sider the possible, er, ramifications.) 

Whenever we see that kind of out¬ 
reach to others we know we cannot be 
harmed by Gingrich or the rest of 
those who try to crush us. Now, if only 
the media will cover our efforts to 
make this a better country (and on how 
the far right is wrecking it) 1995 may 
turn out to be pretty great, indeed. 

One more thing: the Castro Special 
Patrol (those rented cops patrolling the 
area) get our Scrooge Award, after 
publishing a newsletter that tries to 
justify the group’s existence. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the very first line of the first 
story of the first issue reads, “With the 
discovery of gold, a tremendous flood 
of immigration began, making even 
more critical the need for more 
police.” The next sentence begins 
“Thousands of immigrants...” and the 
one after that begins “Convicts, crimi¬ 
nals, and prospectors...” 

The whole thing is so ugly it 
stinks, making us wonder if those 
who oppose the Special Patrol aren’t 
absolutely right to question whether it 
really belongs in our community.

Wade’s Requiem

IDS has become just what we never wanted it to: another 
intractable social ill. The numbers are mind numbing - 
250,000 Americans dead, entire generations wiped out in 
some African nations, 30 - 40 million people HIV infected 
worldwide - and the death toll is still rising, with no hope 
in sight. I don’t know how much more anger I have in me to 
fight this disease. Because we’re not fighting just the dis¬ 
ease, and we never have been. 

First we were fighting the fear and ignorance in our own 
community, then the fear, ignorance, and ineptitude of the 
medical research industry, then the fear, ignorance, inepti¬ 
tude, and immobility of the government. And as if that 
weren’t enough, we have to fight the outright hatred of the 
radical religious right who blame queers for everything that 
has ever gone wrong in their god-fearing existence. We have 
never been able to address this disease as a public health 
issue. We have had to fight for every penny of support, 
every word of coverage and every scrap of acknowledg¬ 
ment. And yet those in positions of power caution us to be 
more “savvy,” that we must learn to work the system in 
order to get what we want. 

If we had listened to that cant, as those who have been 
fighting for queer rights seem to have, the body count 
would be double what it is today. For too long we have 
secretly admired what groups like ACT UP have done, 
while publicly downplaying their role in this fight and dis¬ 
associating ourselves from “those people.” For too long we 
have been satisfied with the meagre resources allocated to 
fighting this epidemic, and have been happy to take a seat at 
the table when it is offered to us. For too long we have been 
willing to accept what “they” will give us. 

I got involved with ACT UP because I had to. Not 
because I was HIV positive, or had lost a lover to AIDS, or 
needed some diversion in my life, but because not doing 
anything was criminal. I felt that I had to do something - to 
stand up and be counted. For two years I was in the “trench¬ 
es” as a treatment activist, educating, lobbying, demonstrat¬ 
ing and trying to make a difference. And after two years I 
was burned out. But now another friend has died, and this 
time it is different. And I don’t know what is more fright¬ 
ening to me - the fact that other people have died and it has 
stopped affecting me, or that it took Wade’s death to moti¬ 
vate me to start the fight again. 

Wade was the co-facilitator of the Treatment Committee 
for ACT UP Los Angeles when I got involved. He taught me 
the ropes of the activist game and made me feel that I had 
something to contribute to the fight, and after a few months 
asked me to join him as co-facilitator for the committee. And 
now he is gone. But his death is not easy for me, as others 
have become. I want his life to have counted, and it isn’t 
enough for me to know that he made a difference in my life. 
I feel a self-imposed obligation to carry on the fight in his 
memory. I don’t want to plant a tree for him, or add a patch 
to the quilt with fluffy reminders of his life. I want someone 


to take responsibility for his death and tell me why he died. 
I want his death to be different from the 250,000 others. I 
don’t want life to go on as before, as if he wasn’t here and 
didn’t die of AIDS. I don’t want expressions of sympathy or 
sorrow from friends, I want answers. I want results. I want 
change. I want someone to tell me why his death is different. 

And that’s the problem. No one can tell me that. Because 
his death isn’t different. There was no news flash when he 
died. There is no TV special. He won’t be on a postage stamp. 
There is no foundation. And yet his death has to be different. 
Just as all 250,000 deaths have to be different. AIDS is not 
something I want people to be comfortable with. I want peo¬ 
ple to be upset. I want people to be scared, because that is 
what motivates change. 

I don’t want their grieving. Grieving doesn’t change the 
world. Anger changes the world. When you are disenfran¬ 
chised, grieving doesn’t get you noticed. Anger does. In a 
culture where personal happiness and comfort are the ulti¬ 
mate goals, anger is the currency of change. I can throw plat¬ 
itudes and aphorisms around with the best of them to try to 
make this point, but the simple words are enough. Nothing 
will happen until we make it happen. 

We need to concentrate on care for people living with 
AIDS and focus on prevention and education. AIDS is a 
public health issue, not a moral one. People living with 
AIDS should not have to worry about where their next meal 
is coming from, let alone how they will pay for their drugs. 
And I will not tolerate people clouding the issue of AIDS 
prevention with specious references to family values. AIDS 
will not go away simply by wishing or praying. People and 
children will get AIDS if they do not know how to prevent it 
and if they do not have access to condoms. AIDS education 
does not cause AIDS. Ignorance does. 

None of this is new or groundbreaking. Treatment 
activists have long known this. And no one community owns 
AIDS. Gay men were the first to organize and are still in the 
front ranks. But we have to make room for other communi¬ 
ties. We serve no good interest arguing over how to divide 
limited resources. What we need to do is make the pie big¬ 
ger so that the government and the medical research indus¬ 
try and drug companies are responding to all of our needs. 
There is no one way to fight this epidemic. We must use 
every means at our disposal to make a difference. Words are 
one of mine. Activism is another. And Wade’s memory 
serves me too. What will you use? What will it take for you 
to leave the comfort of your home and to risk making a dif¬ 
ference? How many friends have to die? How many 
strangers have to perish? How many times do you want to 
cry before you decide that this time is different? I want you 
to be angry, I want you to be offended, I want you to have a 
reaction to these words. I want you to be able to tell me that 
Wade’s death is different. And if you cannot, then you had 
better start planning your own funeral, because you have 
stopped living if one more death does not matter to you. ▼

Traditional, Not Alternative 

There is confusion about the role of Chinese med¬ 
icine in healthcare today. It is often labeled “alterna¬ 
tive medicine,” although this is merely a cultural 
prejudice. People show disrespect for traditional 
medicine by labeling it “alternative.” Is all of 
Chinese culture “alternative” or just its medicine? 
Where is our cultural competency? The label “alter¬ 
native” adds no meaning except “other than” or 
“not.” It denies standing to a system of medicine that 
serves more people on the planet than any other sys¬ 
tem. It says that traditional Chinese medicine is not 
really medicine. We reject the “alternative” label. 

“Complementary” is just as meaningless. Drugs 
and surgery are complementary treatments used 
against cancer, but they are not labeled that way. 
Complementary medicines should be used together 
equally, but that is clearly not the case with Chinese 
medicine. (The exception is in China where so-called 
“Western” medicine is well established as an equal 
complement to the traditional medicines of China.) 

In California, acupuncturists are licensed by the 
Medical Board as primary health care providers. They 
are licensed to provide primary care and are not 
required to work under an M.D. Still, the work of 
licensed acupuncturists is not recognized as medicine. 

The American College of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine has been trying unsuccessfully for almost 
two years to obtain clinical privileges for its faculty at 
San Francisco General Hospital. Privileges are con¬ 
trolled by the University of Califomia-San Francisco 
medical school, which does not recognize acupunc¬ 
turists as health care providers. Acupuncture is not in 
the curriculum at UCSF and therefore one might con¬ 
clude that acupuncture is not part of medicine. When 
our patients are hospitalized, they are denied treat¬ 
ment by their acupuncturist for no good cause. 

It is time to put an end to the prejudicial misla¬ 
beling of Chinese medicine. Such labeling impacts 
funding decisions and denies people access to the 
medicines of their choice. Some may feel that 
there is inadequate clinical data to support the 
recognition of Chinese medicine, but published 
reports have found again and again that Chinese 
medicine alleviates symptoms and improves quali¬ 
ty of life. A great deal of research has been done in 
China, but very little in the U.S. Consider the 
license with which toxic drugs are routinely given 
to people and compare that to the safe, non-toxic 
therapies offered by traditional Chinese medicine. 

We must insist that Chinese medicine cease 
being marginalized as “alternative” or “comple¬ 
mentary.” The labels are meaningless and conde¬ 
scending. The world is no longer defined by 
Western/American values alone. Traditional 
Chinese medicine is medicine and nothing less.

No Cuts, Please, We’re British 


Cut and OK 

Tim Hammond and other fanatical anti-circum- 
cisionists are just one more product of our increas¬ 
ingly litigious culture of victimization. Sue my 
doctor for having circumcised me? Why not just 
sue your parents for having brought you, against 
your will, into this cruel world? 

How dare these people call circumcised 
men”mutilated”? Do they really believe aspersions 
against cut men will bring social equilibrium for 
uncut guys who are unfairly called “dirty”? If they 
want to convince anyone that being uncut is okay in 
our culture, which by a narrow 60-40 margin 
(according to the article) values cut over uncut, 
don’t put cut men down, put a positive spin on uncut 
men to balance things out. Hammond’s inventions 
of transparent bullshit are meager persuasion to any 
would-be converts. His claim that “the effect of cir¬ 
cumcision is like blinding a person in one eye” is 
typical of his hysterical exaggerating. From years of 
experience with an uncut lover I assure you that the 
increased sensitivity of an uncut dick does not trans¬ 
late into “heightened sexual pleasure,” it merely 
lowers the threshold of tolerating activities that do. 

Hammond’s pathetic attempt to equate parents 
receiving a circumcision consent form with one for 
a mastectomy or appendectomy for a newborn is as 
far-fetched as his cohorts’ glorification of surgery 
to reconstruct a previously removed foreskin. Talk 
about mutilation, I bet the results of that are pretty. 
While they’re at it, why don’t they advocate for 
reconstructing other vestigial attributes like tails? 

Hammond cites “Canadian research” which pur¬ 
ports that foreskin has a “protective function.” 
What does it protect against, we’re not exactly run¬ 
ning around naked in the bush anymore. Hammond 
wants us to believe that circumcision causes prob¬ 
lems analogous to the smegma, persistent infec¬ 
tions and higher maintenance routinely found in 
uncut dicks. But using the same information cited 
in the article he refers to, that “nearly 100” men 
wrote to the former head of The American 
Urological Association to complain about “prob¬ 
lems” resulting from being circumcised, by not 
writing, we can infer thai the other hundred million 
or so cut Americans don’t have problems. 

Hammond’s sense of irresponsible, negative 
political hyperbole has totally alienated me from 
his cause. I’ll be damned before he or anyone else 
takes away my right to enjoy cut meat. Has it ever 
occurred to him that the reason there hasn’t been 
any research into “adverse outcomes” of circumci¬ 
sion is because there aren’t any to speak of? 

I’m sorry if he was ostracized as a kid for being 
uncut, but that’s no excuse for the inflammatory, ret¬ 
ributive lies he’s spouting. Isn’t it bad enough we 
have the religious right politicizing our bodies and 
what we do with them without doing it to ourselves? 
Besides, what the hell is Hammond worried about 
anyway, there are plenty of guys out there who pre¬ 
fer uncut meat, so stop wasting time condemning 
cut men and go out and find what you want. The 
whining of the anti-circumcisionists is exactly the 
kind of useless, belligerent posturing that will com¬ 
pel someone to start a counter-protest, and given the 
majority in this case, Hammond will lose. Leave it 
alone, enjoy your meat however you like it. 

One suggestion to Hammond: find another 
word for”prepuce,” it’s got to be one of the ugliest 
English words; if you hate the word foreskin so 
much make something else up, love-sheath, sugar- 
coat, anything but prepuce.

We find the idea of circumcising an 
infant male (or female) horrifying. However on a 
return visit to the States his girlfriend took their 3- 
year-old son to a physician to be circumcised with¬ 
out my brother's knowledge or consent. Her reason¬ 
ing was she "preferred the look" of an exposed 
glans. The son screamed in pain and pulled partial¬ 
ly away from the restraints and the doctor actually 
severed about 1/3 of the glans. Reconstruction 
surgery have made the appearance even worse. They 
have had tremendous medical payments as her 
insurance would not cover the repair of the mishap 
as the first surgery was considered cosmetic, even if 
the insurance did pay for it. 

What puzzles me is why you Americans feel so 
compelled to amputate part of your son's normal and 
healthy genitals, and then dismiss the operation as triv¬ 
ial. Most American men are so insecure with their bod¬ 
ies that they can't even discuss this. Part of the problem 
is your health system operates on profit. Your physi¬ 
cians earn their living by selling you their services, 
often whether you need them or not. In Britain the 
physicians are only paid by performing services which 
are actually needed. I am 42 and have never had any 
problems with my foreskin or penis. But if I ever did 
get an infection, a simple dose of penicillin would be 
much safer and less expensive than surgery. But in the 
States you believe it is better to amputate every male’s 
foreskins ... just in case. We have disproved your so- 
called benefits decades ago, but American physicians 
never believe anyone else's medical research except 
their own. Americans now say circumcision will pre¬ 
vent getting AIDS and are trying to promote this 
worldwide. And you believe this! Any man with their 
normal foreskin would laugh at your ignorance. 

What also intrigues me is while American 
women demand rights over their bodies, American 
men haven't demanded the same for themselves. A 
parent should simply not be allowed to sever a 
healthy part of their child's body for any reason. 
For me, I thank God I was bom in the UK and 
never had to fear about being left whole and 
healthy. For my nephew (now 8 years old), I feel 
quite sorry for the little guy. I also feel sorry for the 
rest of you American men who will neither know 
or perhaps care about what your have missed with 
complete genitals denied to you without your con¬ 
sent due to the endless pursuit of the almighty 
American dollar by your physicians. And yes, the 
foreskin is the most feeling part of a man’s body.

We’ll build the Great 
Triangle instead of a square, 
then, a hundred years, a 
whole queer city will stand 
there.

all it paradoxical, per¬ 
haps even an oxy- 
Mormon, but I do think 
there’s room for com¬ 
parison between queer culture 
and The Church of Jesus Christ 
of the Latter-day Saints (LDS). 
Both are relatively invisible sub¬ 
cultures in this society. 
Mormons may fare better in 
U.S. history textbooks than gays 
and lesbians, but when was the 
last time you saw a television 
sitcom feature a Mormon? Aside 
from professional athletes and 
the Osmonds, can you name any 
celebrity Mormons? 

Both groups have been asso¬ 
ciated with sexual deviance. 
What most non-Mormons know 
of Mormons probably has to do 


with a single history unit in high 
school or a television talk show 
which plays on those sensation¬ 
al and sexual elements of the 
culture - namely polygamy and 
Mormon underwear. 

All this said, my poem still 
may have taken me to new 
heights in hyperbole. Long lost 
are the days of land claims such 
as the one Brigham Young and 
his followers made. And we 
might have more problems 
“people-ing” our province, 
unless we, too, encouraged 
some form of non-monogamy. 

Ties that bind 

While faith in the church and 
its teachings holds Mormons 
together, there’s little but 
oppression and fear to loosely 
bind the gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender people into 
some kind of community. And, 
though some may label others 
within the boundaries of queer, 
we have dissension and dispute 
rather than ex-communication. 

Furthermore, shared beliefs 
that bind Mormon culture can be 
passed on from one generation to 
the next within the family struc¬ 
ture more readily than any “gay” 
commonalties are passed 
between gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender people. Since 
we emerge from the mainstream 
- at least the heterosexual one - 
we would have to tear ourselves 
from our roots if we were to form 
a Salt Lake City of our own. 

But even if queers of all per¬ 
suasions could gather up and 
carve a path to “unoccupied” 
territory (and, for argument’s 
sake, let us agree that the land 
truly is unoccupied and ours for 
the taking), would we want to? 
Might we do better to put our 
trust in the funky mix of liberal¬ 
ism in the Bay Area and simply 
secede from California in our 
current quasi-mecca-hood? 

The United States may be too 
large and too varied for a central 
government to serve all the peo¬ 
ple. The current gap between 
rich and poor may already be 
too wide to make for an even 
playing field on capitalist turf. 
And the question remains: How 
substantive do the guiding prin¬ 
ciples of a community have to 
be for survival as a community? 

As long as money remains 
power, and race and gender 
serve as a kind of social curren¬ 
cy, aims to help “our own” will 
put most people in “the gay 
community” in the precarious 
position of having to choose 
between loyalties. While les¬ 
bians serve “their own” by being

But 
even so, and even with 
Chanukah over for this year, the 
shop still offers a nice array of 
candles and holders, books, 
baby gifts, jewelry, a syna¬ 
gogue cookbook, and what 
Salem calls “doo dads.” 

Prices range from the $100 
range down to as low as $1. So 
don’t kvetch. 


here there is a will, 
Ilf there’s a way, they 
say. Where there is 
no will, there is 
only heartache, as anyone can 
attest who has lived through an 
intestate lover’s death.

Although based on 
California law, the checklists 
for estate and funeral planning 
are recommended as useful for 
everyone.

A Newspaper with 
“Homophobe Appeal”

Recently, The New York Times produced a television ad 
campaign featuring hate-monger Rush Limbaugh (among other 
celebrities). In response, the “newspaper of record” has 
received a number of complaints about its choice in 
spokesmodels. Many readers questioned the logic of hiring 
Limbaugh - a bigot who eschews truth and objectivity - to pro¬ 
mote the Times, a newspaper that professes the highest stan¬ 
dards of journalism. 

Responding to those complaints, Alyse Myers - promotion 
director for The Times - explained: “The celebrities chosen 
were intended to represent a cross-section of opinions and 
viewpoints. The purpose is to demonstrate that the Times can 
appeal to all people, not just those with similar likes and points 
of view. 

‘T hope this explanation clarifies our advertising objectives 
for you,” Myers concluded. 

Myers's explanation only clarifies the unfairness and 
hypocrisy of her newspaper’s advertising campaign. 
Apparently, “all people” includes homophobes but not homo¬ 
sexuals. The Times TV ads didn’t feature any lesbian, gay or 
bisexual celebrities. 

Why couldn’t the Times have created a TV spot featuring 
lesbian rocker Melissa Etheridge, lounging with her lover 
while reading the Sunday edition? Or how about a spot with 
Lea DeLaria, searching the classifieds for her personal ad - 
“Fierce Dyke Comedian Seeks Same”? 

The possibilities are endless, of course, but the point is quite 
basic. Until the Times includes lesbians and gays in its celebri¬ 
ty “cross-section,” Myers’s claims about pluralism are simply 
disingenuous. 

For the sake of consistency (if not integrity), the newspa¬ 
per’s promotions department should be encouraged to follow 
the lead of its newsroom staff (the Times has taken editorial 
stands in favor of lesbian/gay civil rights, and the paper recent¬ 
ly hired an openly gay reporter to cover the lesbian/gay beat).

Bad Press 

The Associated Press (AP) is the nation’s largest wire-ser¬ 
vice, disseminating news stories for use by media outlets 
around the globe. Unfortunately, however, the association 
doesn’t have much good news to offer its own lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual employees. AP has once again refused to adopt a cor¬ 
porate policy prohibiting discrimination based on sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

The Associated Press announced that it will continue to 
arbitrate only those discrimination claims involving groups 
already protected by Federal law (which currently covers age, 
sex, race, creed, color, national origin, disability, or status as a 
Vietnam veteran). Adolphe Bernotas, chair of the negotiating 
team for the Wire Services Guild (the union that represents AP 
employees), is exasperated by the corporation’s homophobic 
policy. 

“We find it disingenuous that AP would agree to abide by 
the law,” Bernotas said, “The law doesn’t protect gays and les¬ 
bians. That’s why we want it in the contract.”

Gays Shot in WeHo 
Attempted Kidnapping

Two gay men were the victims of an attempted 
robbery-kidnapping outside a West Hollywood gay 
bar, ironically named Revolver. The men, who 
asked police not to release their names, had been in 
critical condition at UCLA Medical Center after 
they were shot struggling with one of the robbery 
suspects over a semi-automatic pistol. 

According to West Hollywood Detective Joel 
Brown, two men aged 34 and 24 were leaving 
Revolver, a popular club on Santa Monica 
Boulevard, in the early morning of Saturday, 
December 17 when two young men approached 
the new BMW and demanded the keys and the 
men’s wallets at gunpoint. Although the car’s 
owner turned over the keys, the young suspects 
forced the victims into the backseat of the car. 

Shortly after they drove away, the younger vic¬ 
tim apparently decided he didn’t want to be kid¬ 
napped, Brown says, and tried to overtake the sus¬ 
pect sitting in the front passenger seat holding two 
semi-automatic pistols on the victims. 

The gun went off, with three shots hitting the 
younger victim in the abdomen and another shot 
hitting the older victim in the chest with the bullet 
lodging in his groin and intestinal area. Several 
witnesses spotted and tracked the blood-splattered 
suspects, who fled the scene at Larrabee and Santa 
Monica Boulevards, and a doctor who happened to 
be nearby administered emergency medical aide. 

The witnesses called 911, and Sheriff’s 
deputies, who happened to be out in force that 
night, responded immediately and broadcast a 
description of the suspects. Deputies picked up 
Carlos Teixeira, 19, and Raul Olbera, 21, on 
Harratt Street and Palm Avenue as they were walk¬ 
ing out of breath up to Sunset Boulevard. They 
were brought to the West Hollywood Sheriff’s sta¬ 
tion, where they were identified by witnesses. 

Teixeira and Olbera were arraigned in Beverly 
Hills Court on charges of kidnapping for robbery, 
and assault with a deadly weapon, among other 
charges. If convicted on the kidnapping charge the 
young men face life in prison. They are currently 
being held on half a million dollars bail each. 

Brown told the B.A.R. the victims do not 
believe the kidnap/attempted robbery was connect¬ 


ed with a hate crime. “They thought they were just 
at the wrong place at the wrong time,” Brown said 
in a December 23 interview. He said that while the 
robbery appears to have been “for personal gain,” 
he doesn’t know why they ordered the victims into 
the car. He did note, however, that the suspect-dri¬ 
ver apparently didn’t know how to operate the 
BMW. 

Brown advises anyone confronted by an armed 
robber to cooperate, saying, “Life is more impor¬ 
tant than the crown jewels.” However, in caijack- 
ing instances, every attempt should be made not to 
get into the car with a robber because “there’s no 
telling what could happen.” 

Brown also says he has shared information 
about the case with Beverly Hills detectives inves¬ 
tigating the murder of Chicago gay activist Jon 
Simmons. Simmons was found naked, with one 
bullet shot to the head, in a Beverly Hills back 
alley on the early morning of October 2. Police 
believe Simmons was abducted from West 
Hollywood during a vacation stop-over in Los 
Angeles. Beverly Hills detective Sergeant Tom 
Edmonds told the B.A.R. the Sheriff’s forensics lab 
is examining the weapons recovered in the 
December 17 kidnap/robbery, and police will 
question those suspects, to determine if there is a 
link to Simmons’s murder. 

Edmonds says that what police believed was a 
“pretty good” lead in the Simmons case fell 
through after they learned that their main suspect 
was in jail at the time of the murder. However, they 
now believe that that same man is guilty of the 
abduction of a gay man in West Hollywood in 
August of 1993. That case will be filed by West 
Hollywood detectives shortly. 

Edmonds says that the Beverly Hills Police 
department is still looking for any information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of Simmons’s 
killer, for which there is a substantial reward. 
Police are particularly looking for anyone who 
might have been forced to disrobe during a robbery 
or carjacking. T

COYOTE’S Margo St. James 
Covets Willie Brown’s Seat

Margo St. James, probably the Bay Area’s most 
famous prostitute rights advocate, has announced 
she will be a candidate for the California Assembly 
seat now held by Speaker Willie Brown. 

St. James is best known for founding the prosti¬ 
tutes’ rights organization COYOTE (“Call Off 
Your Old Tired Ethics”), on Mother’s Day in 1973. 

She declared her candidacy for Brown’s seat on 
Friday, December 23, at COYOTE’S annual holi¬ 
day party. 

Brown can’t seek re-election for his assembly 
seat because of term limits. He is considered a 
likely candidate for the California Senate seat now 
held by Milton Marks, who can’t run again for that 
post for the same reason. 

St. James came out as a bisexual on national 
television in 1973, following a similar public dis¬ 
closure by singer Joan Baez. 

Margo calls herself an “investigative activist.” 
She is the wife of recently retired San Francisco 
Examiner reporter Paul Avery. They were wed 
three years ago, on yet another holiday: St. 
Valentine’s Day. 

In conversation with The Bay Area Reporter, St. 
James said she counts among her prominent sup¬ 
porters the Reverend Cecil Williams of Glide 
Memorial Methodist Church, who provided COY¬ 
OTE with its first office; “Social Thought” radio 
personality Michael Phillips, whom Margo credits 
with inventing the Bank AmeriCard; Monty 
Stickles, former ’49er; columnist Warren Hinckle; 
and Stewart Brand of The Whole Earth Catalog 
fame. Brand’s Point Foundation provided the ini-

San Francisco’s 
Pre-Stonewall Stonewall 



or, The New Year’s Day Bash That Changed the World

Exactly 30 years ago this 
week, hundreds of San 
Francisco gays and lesbians 
were preparing to celebrate 
New Years Day 1965 at 
California Hall on Polk Street. 
Backers of the co-ed Mardi Gras 
Ball had expected to sell 1,500 
$5 tickets to benefit the Society 
for Individual Rights, the Tavern 
Guild, the Coits, the Daughters 
of Bilitis, the Mattachine 
Society, and the Council on 
Religion and the Homosexual, a 
group of sympathetic clergy. 

Those hopes were dashed 
when a phalanx of uniformed 
police officers - a frightening 
sight to gay people in those days 
- showed up outside the hall to 
discourage attendance. 

Surprisingly, even with the pres¬ 
ence of the cops and the not- 
inconsiderable risk of public 
exposure, about 500 lesbians 
and gay men bravely attended 
the ball. And although most of 
the attendees did not come in 
contact with the law, three gay 
attorneys were arrested before 
the night was over - as was a 
straight minister’s wife. 

Four years before Stonewall 
and two before the first issue of 
The Advocate , the aborted New 
Year’s Day gala spelled the 
beginning of the end of the 
American closet. 

“It was San Francisco’s 
Stonewall, only we did it peace¬ 
fully and there were 500 gays 
and lesbians who crossed that 
picket line,” a still-rambunc¬ 
tious Del Martin now remem¬ 
bers. According to Martin, who 
co-founded Daughters of Bilitis 
in 1955 with her partner Phyllis 
Lyon, most of the 500 gays and 
lesbians who were inside the 
hall that night held sensitive 
jobs and could have had their 
lives ruined. 

Dance backers, in fact, had 
tried to avoid the confrontation: 
CRH ministers had met with 
police - twice - who promised 
to ignore the event unless cos¬ 
tumed partygoers spilled out 
onto the streets. But on the day 
of the ball, according to the 
newsletter Vector, more than 50 
uniformed and plainclothes offi¬ 
cers showed up. “On January 1, 
1965, that was a big deal,” 
Martin told the B.A.R., but les¬ 
bians and gays “braved it 
because they had the backing of 
the clergy. The feeling was ‘If 
they could do it, so could we.’” 

Herb Donaldson, now a San 
Francisco Municipal Judge, and 


Evander Smith provided legal 
advice at the door and kept con¬ 
tact between the cops and party- 
goers to a minimum. Eventually, 
however, when a group of plain¬ 
clothes officers refused to iden¬ 
tify themselves or produce war¬ 
rants, Donaldson and Smith 
asked them to leave. What now 
sounds like a simple request 
was, in 1965, enough to get the 
lawyers arrested. They were fol¬ 
lowed by Elliott Leighton and 
Nancy May shortly before mid¬ 
night. 

The peaceful California Hall 
assembly was much less sensa¬ 
tional than the acquittals, which 
permanently changed San 
Francisco on February 11. 

So did the media attention to 
the California Hall arrests, in 
fact: several papers erroneously 
reported San Francisco had a 
gay population of around 
70,000, Donaldson recalled, 
which made gays outside the 
city perceive this area as a toler¬ 
ant potential home. 


“For all those who were 
banding together there were still 
a lot of people who were still 
closeted and fearful. This dance 
had the very therapeutic effect 
of making a lot of gays and les¬ 
bians understand that there’s not 
all that much to fear by being 
out,” said Donaldson. 

“As we banded together, we 
gained strength.” 

Another funny thing hap¬ 
pened, too, he said: “Men had 
something to say to women, and 
women had something to say to 
men.” ▼

following the resignation of Dr. Raymond 
Baxter. But, in what may have been the sur¬ 
prise maneuver of the year, the Health 
Commission went against the wishes of Mayor 
Frank Jordan and gave the $135,000 a year job 
to Dr. Sandra Hernandez - a lesbian who 
headed the department’s AIDS office - instead. 
Hernandez was sworn in January 12 as direc¬ 
tor of the city’s largest bureaucracy. She said 
her goal was to “develop an efficient system to 
meet health care needs early on.” But, she cau¬ 
tioned, “There’s no question that we’re ten 
years behind the times.” 


John Wayne Gacy was executed in Illinois. 
He had been convicted in 1980 of killing 33 
young men and boys. At the time of his origi¬ 
nal trial Gacy - a part-time clown and 
Democratic precinct captain - pleaded insani¬ 
ty and did not contest his guilt. In the ensuing 
14 years, however, he continued to appeal his 
sentence until the state Supreme Court select¬ 
ed “lethal injection in the manner provided by 
law” as its means of garbage disposal.

Patrick’s Day parade canceled the 
event after a state court said the 
Irish-American Gay, Lesbian and 
Bisexual Group of Boston (GLIB) 
could march in it. 

Openly gay Berkeley civic 
leader Jeffrey Leiter was sworn in 
as mayor of Berkeley after Mayor 
Loni Hancock resigned to take a 
post in the Clinton administration. 
Leiter said he would not run again 
in November - and kept his 
promise! 

Mayor Frank Jordan said he 
would oppose a gay bathhouse in 
the Tenderloin. A building permit 
was revoked after city officials said 
it was issued in error to gay attor¬ 
ney Rich Stokes and a partner. The 
permit was issued for the site of the 
former Bulldog Baths in the 
Tenderloin. Stokes announced he 
would sue. 

Two murders on Polk Street of 
men in their mid-20s created con¬ 
cern. Tony Ray was gunned down 
in broad daylight on the busy street, 
and the dismembered body of 
T5mmy Wenger was found in a 
dumpster around the corner on 
Myrtle Alley. The two apparently 
unrelated slayings were never 
solved. 


April 

Wanda and Brenda Henson 
from Camp Sister Spirit in Ovett, 
Mississippi came to San Francisco 
for a series of meetings and 
fundraising events. The city rallied 
to their support as the rednecks 
back home continued to harass 
them. 

Two local activists, Lee Wildes 
and Paul Bernardino, were 
charged by the District Attorney’s 
office with civil rights violations for 
taking part in a demonstration 
against right wing Traditional 
Values Coalition leader Lou 
Sheldon at the Hamilton Square 
Baptist Church the previous 
September. The protest disrupted a 
church service, church leaders said. 
Activists said the event was a pub¬ 
lic meeting, and not a worship ser¬ 
vice. 

German national Steffan 
Buffleb, described as the “Blue 
Eyeliner Bandit” for his distinctive 
cosmetic tattoos, pled guilty to one 
felony count of first degree bur¬ 
glary, after numerous complaints 
were lodged by San Francisco gay 
men who said they had befriended 
Buffleb in gay bars and were then 
robbed by him. Buffleb was later 
deported. 

San Jose City Council woman 
Kathy Cole, a religious fun¬ 
damentalist who publicly

denounced the lesbian and gay 
community as a “special interest 
group,” was recalled from office by 
a 59 to 41 percent margin. Cole had 
been censured by the San Jose 
City Council for making anti- 
Hispanic and anti-Asian racist 
statements. 

Police were called as a verbal 
battle between PAWS (Pets Are 
Wonderful Support) and PWAs 
(People With AIDS) escalated and 
PAWS administrators refused to 
answer persistent questions from 
concerned persons attending a 
stormy meeting. There were few 
answers and no arrests. 

Radio station KFRC offered a 
hostile response to listeners com¬ 
plaining about the station’s homo- 
phobic disc jockeys, who publicly 
called lesbians and gays “sick and 
pathetic.” San Francisco 
Supervisors Susan Leal and 
Carole Migden ultimately called 
for a formal investigation of KFRC 
by the city’s Human Rights 
Commission in response. 

The American Indian AIDS 
Institute was placed into tempo¬ 
rary receivership by the 
Department of Health after rifts 
between staff and board members 
threatened the agency’s stability. 
The city contracts held by the 
agency were later transferred to the 
National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention because of the board’s 
mismanagement of the agency’s 
funds. 

The San Francisco Health 
Department announced service 
cuts of $5.84 million in its annual 
budget, with $200,000 in AIDS 
cuts. 

Gay activist Pierre Luddington 
resigned as a health commissioner 
because of his declining health, due 
to AIDS. 

Oregon voters approved anti¬ 
gay measures in three towns, but a 
judge there ruled to disqualify a 
statewide anti-gay ballot measure 
from the November ballot. 

A majority of San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation employees 
voted to be represented by Local 
790 A of the Service Employees 
International Union. 


May 

San Francisco Police Sergeant 
Stephanie Thorne announced she 


would undergo a sex change opera¬ 
tion and become Stephan Andrew 
Thome. Fellow officers commend¬ 
ed Thome’s bravery and right to 
make personal choices. 

Trudi Cordova, formerly 
known as John Cordova, was 
arrested and charged with attempt¬ 
ed murder and assault with a dead¬ 
ly weapon. Cordova had been con¬ 
victed in 1977 for stabbing 33-year- 
old gay gardener Robert 
Hillsbrough to death, a crime that 
outraged the San Francisco gay 
community at the time. When 
Cordova was arraigned on the latest 
charges, she was also set for trial on 
unrelated felony charges of posses¬ 
sion of heroin, possession of heroin 
for sale, and being an ex-felon in 
possession of a firearm. 

Police raided the ’N Touch Bar 
on Polk Street and seized two video 
poker machines and an undeter¬ 
mined amount of cash. There were 
no arrests. 

Disbarred gay attorney Walter 
Caplan began serving a four-year 
sentence in state prison for embez¬ 
zling $40,000 from Charles 
Cyberski, a former client and one¬ 
time friend who died of AIDS, and 
$25,000 from Robert Owens, a 
client who died of cancer. Cyberski 
was owner of the once-popular 
Male Entertainment Network. 

A murder-suicide in the 
Tenderloin claimed the lives of 
Jon Magilaya, 37, and Juan 
Cuevas, 26. 

KFRC told the gay/lesbian 
community “we’re sorry,” but the 
apology came too late to stem a tide 
of community disgust and dismay. 

Seven Stanford athletes faced 
felony charges after they were 
arrested for vandalizing the “Gay 
Liberation” statue on the universi¬ 
ty campus. Damage was estimated 
at more than $5,000. 

In an historic hearing concern¬ 
ing transgender discrimination, 
the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission met for more than 
four hours to hear 50 transgendered 
speakers testify about the preju¬ 
dices and biases faced by members 
of the community. 

Mayor Frank Jordan contact¬ 
ed governors and mayors in areas 
where anti-gay initiatives were on 
the ballot, urging them to support 
gay rights. “It’s wrong to single out 
a group of people and exclude them 
from full participation in our com¬ 
munities,” Jordan wrote.

School District held its first-ever gay and les¬ 
bian junior-senior high school prom at the L. 
A. Hilton. 

A four-member California National Guard 
military panel recommended that Lieutenant 
C. Andrew Holmes, an openly gay officer, be 
discharged. 


June 

The city’s $2.78 budget for fiscal 1994-95 
was unveiled by Mayor Frank Jordan. It set 
public safety as the top priority, kept libraries 
open, and preserved essential city services 
without raising taxes. 

Jordan marked the 25th anniversary of the 
Stonewall Riots by proclaiming June as Gay 
Pride Month in San Francisco. The Freedom 
Day March and Celebration was a huge suc¬ 
cess, with an estimated 300,000 in attendance 
and 185 contingents participating. 

Meanwhile, Gay Games IV opened in New 
York with 11,000 athletes competing 
throughout the Big Apple - including cere¬ 
monies at legendary Yankee Stadium. 

By the time the 25th anniversary of 
Stonewall was commemorated in New York 
one week later, there were approximately a 
million gays and lesbians there to participate. 
A mile-long rainbow flag was carried up First 
Avenue, but ACT UP and other activists took 
the more visible Fifth Avenue for an unautho¬ 
rized, illegal march. 

Lesbian mother Sharon Bottoms won a 
Virginia appellate court ruling allowing her to 
regain custody of her son Tyler. The court said 
Bottoms’ homosexuality was not automatic 
cause for revocation of custody, but the order 
was stayed by a higher court, and the boy 
remained with his grandmother. 

Activist Mike Shriver, 32, director of the 
Mobilization Against AIDS, was appointed to 
the San Francisco Health Commission by 
Mayor Jordan. 

An openly gay man, Jon Ballesteros was 
sworn in as a member of the city’s new 
Transportation Commission. 

An ROTC hazing controversy divided the 
San Francisco School Board, with board mem¬ 
ber Tom Ammiano calling ROTC anti-gay and 
discriminatory. 


ing a four-year prison term for bilking funds 
from a client who died of AIDS, as well as 
other charges. 

Former San Francisco Health 
Commissioner Pierre R. Ludington died at 
home of AIDS-related complications. 

San Francisco Supervisors passed a $2.7 
billion budget for 1994-1995 with no health 
cuts. 

Mayor Frank Jordan signed a resolution 
passed unanimously by the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, supporting the federal 
gay job rights measure under consideration 
by the U.S. Senate. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein voted with Jesse 
Helms, Strom Thurmond, and Bob Dole on an 
anti-gay agricultural amendment. Senator 
Barbara Boxer voted against it and in favor of 
gay rights. Feinstein’s staff later said it was a 
procedural ploy. 


August 

The U.S. Senate approved an anti-gay 
amendment to an educational bill sponsored 
by Senators Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) and Robert

July 

Congress began a review of Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy’s precedent-setting gay 
civil rights bill known as the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act (ENDA). “This bill 
is not about granting special rights,” said 
Kennedy. “It is about righting senseless 
wrongs.” 

San Francisco Supervisors Susan Leal and 
Carole Migden called for the replacement of 
Kristine Gebbie as coordinator of the 
National AIDS Policy Office. As pressure 
mounted, she finally called it quits. 

Four months after Tony Ray was gunned 
down on Polk Street in broad daylight, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors passed a reso¬ 
lution requesting a $10,000 reward be posted 
for the arrest of his killer. 

The U. S. House Judiciary subcommittee on 
Constitutional Rights held a hearing on inci¬ 
dents surrounding the Camp Sister Spirit vio¬ 
lence and antulesbian harassment. 

Disbarred gay San Francisco attorney 
Walter Caplan was transferred from the Hall 
of Justice to San Quentin prison to begin serv-

Smith (R-N.H.) cutting off federal funds to any 
school district that teaches homosexuality is “a 
positive lifestyle alternative” in classes, text¬ 
books, or through counseling programs. 
Feinstein voted against it, and it was later 
killed in committee. 

Homophobic Cobb County, Georgia lost 
its bid to host the 1996 summer volleyball 
events, when the Atlanta Committee for the 
Olympic Games (ACOG) decided to move the 
volleyball events to The University of Athens 
in Georgia. The action came after county com¬ 
missioners refused to compromise on a resolu¬ 
tion condemning the “gay lifestyle.” 

Ron Glasser, a gay man, lost his sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination suit against the 

California State Automobile Association. 

Local performer Mario Mondelli was hos¬ 
pitalized after he was stabbed ten times with a 
camping ax. Dr. Dean Freeman, whom police

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detained and described as Mondelli’s lover and 
psychiatrist, was released pending further 
investigation. 

Domestic Partners legislation passed the 
California Assembly and went to the Senate 
floor. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein fought for $30 
million more in AIDS funding, raising the 
total to $186 million. Local AIDS administra¬ 
tors said the amount was still not enough. 

The Tenth International Conference on 
AIDS in Yokohama, Japan, produced few 
blockbuster developments in the AIDS war. 

Dana Van Gorder, gay activist and com¬ 
munity organizer, was appointed as the San 
Francisco Health Department’s coordinator for 
lesbian and gay health services. 

Longtime community leader Rikki 
Streicher died of cancer, and flags of San 
Francisco flew at half mast in her honor. 

A bill legalizing medical marijuana 
puffed through the California Assembly and 
was sent to Governor Pete Wilson. 


September 

Ariel Da Silva, better known as Jose 
Garcia, the first person granted political asy¬ 
lum by the U. S. because of the persecution he 
suffered as a gay man, died of AIDS in Los 
Angeles. 

Parents Families and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays (P-FLAG) opened its 13th annual 
international convention in San Francisco, 
with about 1,000 in attendance. 

The Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals ruled 
that the U.S. Navy could not kick out Keith 
Meinhold simply because he said he is gay. 

Six months after his slaying, a $10,000 
reward was offered for information in the 
death of Tommy Wenger, whose dismem¬ 
bered body was found in a dumpster in March. 

Joseph Jaworowicz, 63, a beloved Most 
Holy Redeemer parish bingo volunteer, was 
gunned down in what appeared to be a mid¬ 
night robbery attempt by two male teenagers. 

A veteran San Leandro police officer creat¬ 
ed a community stir when he called two men 
“righteous fags.” 

The Unity Foundation, organizers of a 
Unity Conference here, found discord after 
the conference and threats of law suits when 
checks bounced. 

Governor Pete Wilson vetoed the domestic 
partners bill with a sermon-like message 
blaming alternative relationships and families 
for social ills. 

Former porn star Abdelkadir Kalouch was 


found guilty of voluntary manslaughter in the 
stabbing death of Mark Stadleman, and of 
grand theft, in Superior Court. 

A Napa County jury found James 
Jennings, 23, guilty of second degree murder 
for stabbing 47-year-old gay Roman Catholic 
priest Father Ronald Maupin with a kitchen 
knife. 

A U. S. federal jury ruled that former San 
Francisco Police Chief Richard Hongisto 
intentionally violated Bay Times publisher 
Kim Corsaro’s civil rights when he ordered 
officers to confiscate more than 2,000 copies 
of the publication. The jury awarded Corsaro 
$36,000 in general damages. 

“Gay Liberation,” the famous Stanford 
University campus sculpture, was restored and 
reinstalled. It had been vandalized in May by 
seven students, all varsity athletes and fraterni¬ 
ty members. 

The International Lesbian and Gay 
Association (ILGA) was suspended from its 
observer status on the United Nations’ 
Economic and Social Council. 

Tomas Fabregas, 36, AIDS immigration 
activist and computer expert, died of AIDS- 
related complications in Oakland. 

Gay and lesbian opposition to Proposition 
187 mounted because of the fear that the loss 
of anonymous testing programs for HIV would 
discourage people from discovering their sta¬ 
tus, among other reasons. 


October 

Mayor Frank Jordan delivered an upbeat 
State of the City address and said crime is 
down, streets are safer and cleaner, and the 
economy is rebounding. 

The Colorado Supreme Court, by a 2-1 
vote, upheld a lower court ruling that 
Amendment Two, the state’s controversial 
measure banning protected status for lesbians 
and gays, is unconstitutional. 

Dr. Leonard Simpson was honored by 
ACT UP Golden Gate with the first AIDS 
Activist of the Year Award. San Francisco 
supervisors declared October 9 as Leonard 
Simpson Day in the city. 

Department of Public Health officials said 
San Francisco water is safe from the intestinal 
parasite Cryptosporidium. 

David Mixner, President Clinton’s gay 
buddy, lobbied against universal healthcare 
and took money from an insurance company 
opposing California ballot Proposition 186. 

Former Marine reservist Sean Sebring was 
arrested for stalking, making terrorist threats 
against, and attempting to extort $10 million 
from multimillionaire media mogul James 
Gabbert. Sebring remained behind bars for

six weeks, unable to raise the $1 million bail. 
Gabbert initially lied to the press about the 
extent of his contact with Sebring, who 
claimed the owner of KOFY-TV drugged his 
drink and then raped him aboard Gabbert’s 
yacht. 

Victor Rohana, a 24-year-old gay San 
Francisco art student, was shot in the chest by 
one of two men in a passing car on Market 
Street who assailed Rohana for holding a 
friend’s hand. Rohana lost his spleen and 
almost died in the attack. Mayor Frank Jordan 
immediately offered a $10,000 reward for the 
arrest and conviction of his assailants, last seen 
driving a white Suzuki Samurai away from the 
crime scene. 

Police arrested 55 people and seized auto¬ 
matic weapons in the Castro on Halloween, 
prompting renewed community concern about 
safety at the annual event. 


November 

ACT UP San Francisco mounted a massive 
fax and phone campaign in an effort to gain a 
compassionate release from Chowchilla prison 
for Cynthia Ann Greene, who was dying of 
AIDS. 

Republicans triumphed in elections 
nationwide and seized control of the legislative 
branch of government as well as the governor¬ 
ships in most key states. However, San 
Francisco remained solidly progressive, and 
gay and lesbian candidates Susan Leal, Leslie 
Katz; Carole Migden, Lawrence Wong, and 
Tom Ammiano all scored “Lavender Sweep 
II” victories. Dianne Feinstein squeaked by 
for another six years in the U. S. Senate. 

Tim Curbo, well-known San Francisco 
teacher and lover of San Francisco supervisor- 
elect Tom Ammiano, died after a long battle 
with AIDS. 

Coretta Scott King said the shame of 


AIDS falls not on persons suffering from it, 
but on those who are in a position to help but 
won’t. 

Upon the death of longtime African- 
American gay activist Brandy Moore, he was 
eulogized with a New Orleans-style jazz band 
and funeral parade - after he was eulogized by 
California House Speaker Willie Brown. 

District Attorney Arlo Smith doubled the 
reward offered for the attackers of Victor 
Rohana. The reward now stands at $20,000. 

A former employee of Innovative Housing 
blew the whistle on the local non-profit hous¬ 
ing program serving low-income San 
Francisco residents. Elladio Ballestos claimed 
the agency illegally charged “vacancy 
charges” to tenants, discriminated against ten¬ 
ants, and mismanaged federal and local grants. 
The Mayor’s Office announced it would inves¬ 
tigate. 

MTV video verite superstar and AIDS 
activist Pedro Zamora died of AIDS at 22. 
President Clinton said the TV personality 
“taught people living with AIDS how to fight 
for their rights and live with dignity.” 

U.S. District Judge Fern Smith ruled that 
Mayor Frank Jordan had the right to fire the 
Reverend Eugene Lumpkin from the city’s 
Human Rights Commission following his con¬ 
troversial anti-gay comments in 1993. 


Controversial former Shanti Project deputy 
director Melinda Paras took over as executive 
director of the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
force, becoming the third woman to head the 
organization in the last year. 

The gay and lesbian center at the new Main 
San Francisco Public Library was named in 
honor of local philanthropist, gay leader, and 
principal donor James C. Hormel. 

San Francisco Supervisors passed landmark 
legislation outlawing discrimination against 
transgendered people in housing, employ¬ 
ment, and public accommodations in the city. 

Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders was 
fired by President Bill Clinton for speaking 
positively about masturbation as a component 
of sex education in public schools. 

Cynthia-Ann Greene was granted com¬ 
passionate release from Chowchilla prison to a 
hospice near her family after a concerted effort 
by ACT UP San Francisco. 

Stalking suspect Sean Sebring pled guilty 
to a misdemeanor count of making a threaten¬ 
ing phone call to multimillionaire media 
mogul James Gabbert. Sebring retracted 
claims that he had been drugged and raped by 
Gabbert. ▼

involved in women’s causes, women’s 
business efforts and so forth, they will 
not be giving “fully” to the “gay com¬ 
munity.” And lesbians of color who 
give to their women’s community, or 
racial community, will be forced into a 
perceived need to “choose” loyalties. 

The “old boy system” which con¬ 
tinues to dominate culturally and eco¬ 
nomically in this country excludes 
many of us for a number of reasons: 
race, religion, fitness and femaleness. 
Those individuals whose sole - 
though significant - barrier to “a place 
at the table” is their homosexuality are 
likely to have the most to gain from a 
separatist gay culture. After all, in 


order to create itself as a separatist 
culture, some kind of core “gay cul¬ 
ture” will need to have a narrowly 
defined “gay agenda” so that a loyal 
group buys in; there will be no room 
to address more divisive issues like 
racism, feminism, classism, capital¬ 
ism and so forth; those won’t be “gay” 
issues to one who can see homophobia 
as an isolated obstacle. While there 
are those who will be satisfied with 
such a narrow definition of “gay com¬ 
munity,” other queers whose lives 
won’t be served by such a narrow 
political agenda may be better served 
by other available movements, such as 
organized labor, the women’s move¬ 
ment and other civil rights move¬ 
ments. 

And, quite frankly, I’m not sure 
where that leaves us, because those 


advocating what I am here calling a 
“narrow” scope of gay issues are, on 
the one hand, accurate in their view of 
what binds together the maximum 
number of queers. Yet I find it impossi¬ 
ble to separate which lesbian issues 
should be addressed by a women’s 
movement and which should be 
addressed by a gay movement, as if the 
issue isn’t relevant to both movements 
if they want to count me, a lesbian, as 
part of their community. 

If something is an issue for disabled 
lesbians or transgendered people or 
gay men of color - people who are part 
of “the” community - then isn’t it a 
community issue? 

My visit to Salt Lake City gave me 
pause to reconsider the extent to which 
one subculture in this country is pre¬ 
sent in the minds of people of other 


cultures. And segregation, whether 
chosen or imposed, has a price, partic¬ 
ularly in a democracy. After all, our 
political system depends on an 
informed citizenry. But if citizens 
know little about the lives of others - if 
one culture in a multicultural society 
knows little of another culture - then 
how on earth will the ballot box serve 
the people? 

Until we, as a queer community, can 
address our own diversity, I sure hope 
we don’t go trekking off into the 
wilderness to set up shop. Until then, I 
hope my queer brothers and sisters find 
the love, kindness and support they 
need from the various communities 
they call home. 

Let’s make 1995 the year that brings 
each of us a little closer to understand¬ 
ing the differences that divide us. T

their practices as “study sites” through 
their own Institutional Review Board 
(IRB). If a physician does not have an 
IRB, Serono has set up a national IRB for 
qualification purposes, which should help 
speed the process. After all the paperwork 
is filled out and rubber stamped, Serono 
will supply the drug for an initial 12- 
week study with eventual continuation 
after that. 

A $150-a-Day Habit 

The FDA has authorized the TIND 
with the stipulation of a “cost recovery” 
program, which allows Serono to charge 
$25 per milligram for Serostim. The daily 
dose for the first 12 weeks of study will 
be 6 mg. Cost recovery was an area of 
concern for activists, since expanded 
access programs are usually free. Patients 
will be expected to bill third party payers, 
and Serono has hired a reimbursement 
company to help patients obtain cover¬ 
age; other experimental drugs for cancer 
have been successfully covered by insur¬ 
ance under other TIND programs. 
Patients who cannot get reimbursement 
may apply for indigent status and receive 
free drug. Only ten percent of the total 
study population will be allowed free 
drug. 

Had cost recovery not been allowed, 
the number of people eligible for the 
study would have been severely restrict¬ 
ed. Allowing cost recovery will get 
growth hormone into the most bodies as 
soon as possible. It also sets a precedent 
for other small drug companies, which 
activists hope will speed development of 


other promising drugs. 

The road to access to recombinant 
human growth hormone has been a long 
and rough one: Serono delayed vital 
applications and the FDA demanded sev¬ 
eral re-submissions; there were constant 
communication problems between the 
FDA and Serono, while excuses poured 
out of both parties - and people with 
wasting syndrome were dying. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate is proud to have coordi¬ 
nated an activist working group from a 
wide range of AIDS organizations not 
necessarily involved in treatment advoca¬ 
cy. Organizations such as Project Inform, 
Mother’s Voices, San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, ACT UP/New York, 
Treatment Activist Group, AIDS Project 
Los Angeles, and AMFAR were all 
involved. After months of haggling with 
Serono and the FDA, through phone and 
fax zaps, conference calls and appropriate 
threats, approval of the TIND was almost 
too good to be true. 

Research Continues 

Perhaps what interested activists early 
on about growth hormone (gh) was the 
obvious and sometimes dramatic results 
they noticed in gh study participants. 
Seeing is believing with growth hormone. 
At a recent Project Inform Town Meeting 
held in Oakland, Martin Delaney of PI 
listed growth hormone as one of the best 
“reasons for hope” for PWAs. “We have 
something here that really works,” said 
Delaney. He went on to point out a patient 
in the room who had gained over 20 
pounds using growth hormone. 

The early growth hormone data has 
some researchers excited. According to 
Dr. David Katz of the Medical Biology 


Institute of La Jolla, California, the FDA 
approval of the Growth Hormone TIND 
will be significant not only because there 
will be widespread access, but also 
because small groups and medical prac¬ 
tices will be able to start some very use¬ 
ful small studies. Katz, who could be 
described as a growth hormone enthusi¬ 
ast, has been giving presentations on gh 
and endocrine dysfunction in AIDS at 
various conferences around the country 
for the last year. 

Katz feels that there may be much 
more to learn about early intervention 
with gh in HIV infection. “It may be a 
serious setback to wait until late stage 
[AIDS] to start therapy,” Katz said. 

When asked about other hormones and 
therapies in development for HIV 
endocrine dysfunction, Katz said, “My 
biases tell me that the home run will 
come with growth hormone.” He further 
explained, “Growth hormone is a very 
primary orchestra leader to the endocrine 
system that is now available in abundant 
quantities, which cannot be said for many 
of the other [available hormones].” 

Katz is not alone in his ideas these 
days. At the forthcoming Project Inform’s 
Immune Restoration Think Tank, there is 
expected to be general discussion and 
presentations around the now expanding 
endocrine research in AIDS. Katz hopes 
to take the think tank in the direction of 
considering endocrine intervention of 
some kind, as a way of keeping HIV- 
infected patients stable. When asked if he 
thought that growth hormone could main¬ 
tain patient stability (no progression of 
disease), Katz responded, “Absolutely! 
That’s my whole thesis.” 

Several papers have appeared in the 


last two years to suggest that HIV is not 
only an infection of the immune system, 
but may also be a disease of the endocrine 
system - the organs and pathways in the 
body that carry out metabolic functions 
like energy consumption and fat and pro¬ 
tein use. By measuring and manipulating 
the endocrine system, scientists are now 
exploring a new landscape that may 
reveal better and far more effective thera¬ 
pies, other that antivirals, to prolong and 
improve life. 

Attacks on TINDs 

But even as researchers make head¬ 
way, pressure is mounting to slow down 
drug access programs like the growth 
hormone TIND: on the very day that the 
FDA announced approval of expanded 
access to growth hormone, ABC Channel 
Seven’s Dr. Dean Adell took what may 
have been a calculated slap at AIDS 
activists. In a three-minute video seg¬ 
ment, Adell postulated that people who 
are dying are too desperate to decide 
what is right in the way of drug develop¬ 
ment. 

Adell is not the only person would 
rather that AIDS research were left up to 
only those who do not have HIV, but sur¬ 
viving activists remember when AIDS 
was being handled by only scientists and 
government: some called it genocide. 

It is up to PWAs and their friends who 
object to the disempowerment of PWAs 
and people with cancer to speak out 
against it. Renewed public support of 
AIDS treatment activists could go a long 
way toward bringing highly beneficial 
therapies through the government morass 
and into patients’ hands quickly. 

Now more than ever. Silence = Death. T

change sexual orientation, 
and to its ultimate reversal. 

The new policy calls for 
“non-judgmental recognition 
of sexual orientation,” a 
national health survey of sex¬ 
ual orientation and behavior, 
and a commitment to the prin¬ 
ciple that all patients “regard¬ 
less of their sexual orientation 
have a right to respect and 
concerns for their lives and 
values.” 

Schatz said he saw far- 
reaching benefits to the 
change, beyond those imme¬ 
diately apparent, particularly 
in these times of increasing 
conservatism. 


“No one is going to accuse 
the American Medical 
Association of being a left- 
wing group. I think it’s going 
to have a very significant 
impact, particularly with 
Congress,” Schatz said. 

A report by the Council on 
Scientific Affairs recommend¬ 
ing the AMA policy shift 
acknowledged that most of the 
psychic pain and suffering 
experienced by gay men and 
lesbians around sexual identity 
issues comes from the alien¬ 
ation that stems from being 
gay in an anti-gay environ¬ 
ment. 

The AMA policy shift 
comes two decades after the 
American Psychiatric 

Association in 1973 officially 
removed homosexuality from 


the list of diagnoses of mental 
disorders. In 1986 the APA 
also removed an additional 
diagnostic category of “ego 
dystonic homosexuality” 
from its mental disorders 
manual, but the new policy 
noted that despite the official 
APA change, anti-gay bias 
among physicians had an 
impact on patient care. 

“In most cases the discom¬ 
fort that health professionals 
experience with gay men and 
lesbians emanates from a 
lack of understanding con¬ 
cerning the needs of this pop¬ 
ulation,” the policy report 
stated. 

The report drew attention 
to a 1989 survey of general 
practitioners, in which only 
one-third said they felt com¬ 


fortable with gay men and 41 
percent felt that gay 'men 
should not work in schools. 

The CSA report also docu¬ 
mented a variety of health 
issues of particular concern 
to lesbian and gay men and 
outlined problems with 
health that homosexuals face. 
In one study, 84 percent of 
lesbian were reluctant to seek 
healthcare because of anxiety 
about receiving negative 
responses. 

“The report acknowledges 
that we live in a hostile cli¬ 
mate. And, for the first time, 
there is an analysis of lesbian 
health issues,” Schatz told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It’s real¬ 
ly groundbreaking.” 

The report calls on physi¬ 
cians to screen lesbians for 


breast and cervical cancer and 
HIV, to take thorough sexual 
histories of all patients, and to 
be concerned about substance 
abuse and emotional health 
issues. 

The report noted that HIV 
and hepatitis are the most 
important health issues facing 
gay men, and that lesbians are 
generally poorer than gay 
men or heterosexual women 
and have less access to health¬ 
care. 

The AMA policy shift 
also encourages doctors to 
seek out local or national 
experts in the healthcare 
needs of gay men and les¬ 
bians, so all physicians can 
achieve a better under¬ 
standing of gay healthcare 
needs. ▼ 
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Black and Blue in Bernal

L ast Wednesday, as the 
sun set on the shortest 
day of the year, I tasted 
death on Bernal Hill. It 
tasted like the dirt I was eating 
while ‘Tony,” a 300-plus pound 
six-foot tall homophobe, kicked 
me slowly, repeatedly, in the 
ribs. It smelled like the toxic 
fumes of his dirt bike, idling ten 
feet away while his young son 
sat on it watching his dad beat¬ 
ing a PWA. It sounded like the 
voice of my lover, full of terror, 
yelling, “Police, police!” to the 
void. But Death spoke most 
vividly to me just then in the 
voice of my assailant’s friend, 
when he said, ‘Tony, don’t kill 
this one.” 

The attack was sudden and 
violent. One moment the two 
large Latino men on dirt bikes 
with young boys perched on the 
seats in front of them were at the 
top of the ridge looking at me 
and my partner and our dogs 
laboring up the steep trail; the 
next they were trying to run us 
down. Our elderly beagle Lady, 
a country dog, immediately fled 
into the streets. My partner 
labored up the hill and called to 
me to follow; I climbed the 
steep slope until I heard my 
assailant preparing to run me 
down from behind. 

“You wanna fight, faggot? 
Do you? Can you fight like a 
man?” he taunted. 

“I’m a person with AIDS,” I 
answered (secretly hoping he’d 


be afraid to shed my blood). “I 
don’t want to fight.” 

My answer appeared to 
enrage him - I think he was on 
crack, because he had the wild¬ 
eyed, self-feeding rage its users 
often exhibit. He leapt from his 
bike and batted me across the 
face, sending my glasses flying. 
I scrambled to secure them. 
(This was my first mistake. I 
should have let them smash and 
instead tried to protect my frag¬ 
ile bones.) I was hit from behind 
and went down, and got kicked 
while I curled up to protect my 
head (and glasses). 

Then he rode off, perhaps 
intimidated as witnesses began 
to drift in cautiously for a closer 
look and my partner came run¬ 
ning back, giving up on mobiliz¬ 
ing the distant crowd one peak 
over at “doggy central.” “I 
looked back and saw you down,

and realized he could kill you,” 
he later told me. 

One woman came forward to 
offer help, but instead I fled 
from the park after my partner 
in pursuit of our lost beagle. 
(This was my second mistake. I 
should have gotten her name 
and let my partner find the lost 
dog.) As we left the park, my 
partner saw my assailant hang¬ 
ing out in his driveway, just one 
block to the left of our route. I 
didn’t see him, and didn’t learn 


this until later. To our relief. 
Lady was waiting, agitated, on 
our doorstep. We called 911. 

The last straw 

A couple of beat cops took - 
my report about an hour later, a 
pair of competent-looking 
women who encouraged me to 
follow up aggressively. Unfor¬ 
tunately, my partner, who knew 
where my assailant lived, was 
out running last-minute chores 
for our solstice party, due to start 
in less than an hour. (This was 
my third mistake. He might have 
been able to persuade them to go 
right over to the perpetrator’s 
house; instead, the ten-minute 
trip turned into a nightmare of 
pointless delay while store clerks 
rang up a previous sale five sepa¬ 
rate times before they could get 
their register to work right.) In 
his absence, they could only take 
my report and suggest I call the 
next day with the rest of the info. 

We then continued with our 
solstice party, and this was not a 
mistake. Even though I was 
alternating between shivering 
and burning with fever - in ret¬ 
rospect, I realize, signs of shock 
- the presence of our friends 
was a great comfort and helped 
us keep a few shreds of sanity. 

The next day I called and was 
told that my report couldn’t pos¬ 
sibly be in the computer. I 
accepted this instead of persist¬ 
ing (my fourth mistake, allow¬ 
ing an entire day to slide by). 
But I was in greater pain than I 
could ever remember; six years 


living with AIDS has familiar¬ 
ized me with extreme fatigue 
and hellish fevers, but never this 
kind of pain. I frankly just want¬ 
ed to ignore the world as much 
as possible and spent the entire 
day bedridden, except for a visit 
to my doctor. I was too far out of 
it to even notice how freaked out 
my partner was at my condition. 

“I thought you were dying, that 
you’d given up,” he told me later. 
“I’d never seen you so far gone. I 
was afraid it was the last straw.” 

Indeed, the aftereffects of the 
attack have been the equivalent of 
a full-fledged opportunistic infec¬ 
tion. Night sweats, which I 
haven’t had in months, have 
drenched me every evening since 
the attack. I have constant fevers, 
my peripheral neuropathy has 
flared up, and I’ve lost five 
pounds in as many days. I’d been 
holding the line at 135 for a while; 
I consider 120 to be my “immi¬ 
nent death” point and that 15- 
pound surplus my vital reserve. 

Now a third of that reserve is 
gone in less than a week as part 
of the chain reaction to my 
assault. I’ve been harassed, 
called names, had things thrown 
at me, and so on. However, I’d 
never been simply hurt so badly, 
and the combined emotional and 
psychological shock continues 
to take its toll as does the dread 
inspired by the fact that my 
assailant is still walking the 
streets as I write this, not two 
blocks from my home. 

Fly the flag 

The next day, fear out¬ 
weighed pain and I resumed my 
police calls. I fought my way 
through four levels of brushing 
off: 1) “It’s not in the computer” 
- it was; 2) “It’s not our depart¬ 
ment; call hate crimes” - a legit 
referral, slowed down by the fact 
that the number listed for “hate 
crimes/special investigations” 
on the official police handout is 
wrong (a typo they’ve apparent¬ 
ly failed to notice); 3) “We’ll 
leave the message on his desk 
and maybe he’ll get it before he 
takes off for the long holiday 
weekend” - not good enough; 
and, finally 4) “He’ll call you 
back within the hour.” 

And indeed. Inspector Huegle 
from Special Investigations 
showed up that afternoon to take 
our reports. He told us he would 
visit the perpetrator’s home and 
perhaps question my attacker. He 
would pull the files on his house, 
and notify Ingleside Station of 
the situation and make sure they 
knew about it. “If you see him 
again, go straight home and call 


the police,” he said. 

He also recommended that I 
take down my rainbow flag, 
remove the rainbow sticker from 
our truck, and avoid going out. 
More on this later. 

On the strength of Huegle’s 
reassurances, we set off for our 
afternoon walk up the hill. They 
say that when a horse throws 
you, it’s best to mount right up 
again, before a fixed fear sets in. 
This behavioral technique 
works quite well - provided the 
horse doesn’t just promptly 
throw you a second time. 

One block from our house, 
we saw him, on the same bike, 
wearing the same 49ers jacket, at 
the exact same time of day head¬ 
ing out for the same hill. We fled 
home and dialed 911. They were 
surprisingly reluctant to act, but 
agreed to when we told them 
Huegle’s instructions. Someone 
would get back to us, they said. 

No one did. A call the next 
day confirmed that Ingleside 
Station had no record of the 
incident, and they also claim 
never to have heard a word from 
Huegle. Were all his assurances 
as empty as a Bosnian Serb 
truce agreement, intended to get 
us off his back so he could get 
home for the holidays? 

And to get back to the rain¬ 
bow flag comment - if Huegle 
really thinks that anyone flying 
such a flag is in danger, then 
many Bernal queers are at risk. 
All the more reason for the cops 
to arrest my attacker. Or does 
Huegle think we should all take 
down our flags? 

My brothers and sisters on 
Bernal, queer or gay-positive, I 
ask you for this gesture of soli¬ 
darity: fly your rainbow flag this 
week! If we all fly them, we are 
all safe by sheer numbers and 
confusion. If you don’t have 
one. I’ll give you one for free if 
you agree to fly it. I’ll even 
throw in a free copy of Diseased 
Pariah News (our no. 9 is hot off 
the presses; our first issue in 
over a year, alas). 

Also, if you witnessed the 
attack, please leave a message 
for me at the B.A.R. 

The rainbow flag will continue 
to fly at my house, even if I have 
to buy a gun to defend it. My part¬ 
ner has opposed this for years, but 
he’s changed his mind now. It’s 
sad when a longtime pacifist lays 
down his principles and picks up 
the gun, but intense fear changes 
one’s perspective and values. 
Maybe it’s time for the Gay Rifle 
Association. Our motto can be: 
“We’re here, we’re queer, we’re 
armed to the teeth!” ▼

Washington Blade interview with 
Gingrich, conducted last April, the next 
Speaker advocated “tolerance” for homo¬ 
sexuals and acknowledged that his sister 
is a lesbian. But he also said he does not 
believe homosexuality should be “pro¬ 
moted” in the schools. 

Since the 1970s - including a time 
when he was involved with the failed 
California Brigg’s initiative to dismiss 
openly gay teachers - Sheldon has persis¬ 
tently fought against any recognition of 
homosexuality in the public arena, espe¬ 
cially in the schools. His scathing attacks 
are legendary against science teacher 
Virginia Uribe, founder of Project 10, a 
counseling program for lesbian, gay, 


bisexual, and “sexually confused” youth 
in the Los Angeles Unified School 
District. 

Sheldon has also battled former 
LAUSD board member Jackie Goldberg 
- now an openly lesbian Los Angeles 
City Councilmember - and current 
LAUSD board member Jeff Horton over 
Project 10 and the Gay and Lesbian 
Education Commission. Last year the 
Commission advocated for observance 
of Gay and Lesbian Pride Month and 
held the first Los Angeles gay teen 
prom. Sheldon then sent out a fundrais¬ 
ing letter to Los Angeles ministers ask¬ 
ing them to join “together in holding 
back Satan. ... We must protect our chil¬ 
dren and youth from this homosexual 
recruitment.” 

Asked by the Times reporter if he - or 
anyone else - had tracked the “incidence 


of homosexuality” among children since 
pride month started in 1991, Sheldon 
said: “Not that I know of, no. I don’t 
know of any tracking. ... Are kids cross¬ 
ing over? I can’t tell you that.” But, 
Sheldon told Dunlap, “the damage it’s 
doing is it’s telling kids that the lifestyle 
is O.K. and that experimentation is rea¬ 
sonable.” 

Gay and Lesbian Commission direc¬ 
tor Kathy Gill told the Times that pride 
month was meant to “teach respect for 
all,” just as LAUSD had months focusing 
on black, Hispanic, and Asian and 
Pacific people. “We aren’t trying to 
change anyone,” Gill told Dunlap. “We 
are saying we want to live with integrity 
and dignity and be honest about who we 
are.” 

But to Sheldon, there is nothing digni¬ 
fied about homosexuality. “Anytime you 


say that it’s viable and that it’s a valid 
alternative, that’s promotion,” Sheldon 
told the Times. “You don’t want to toler¬ 
ate sin. You don’t want to tolerate perver¬ 
sion. I’m not saying that you’ve got to 
have the state adopting theological state¬ 
ments - absolutely not. 

“But what the Bible teaches in morals 
and in behavior is relevant to public poli¬ 
cy. And there are millions of people who 
are holding to that firm belief.” 

It is that firm belief that Sheldon will 
try to convey to the Congress, and 
through the hearings on C-Span, to the 
American people. “We are here at the 
capital because the churches sent us 
here,” Sheldon told the Times. “We stand 
upon the principles of Judeo-Christian 
values and beliefs. And there is no way 
we are going to say that homosexuality is 
viable.” T 


HIV Testing

American Medical Association. 

The study did find that screening inpatients to detect 
infection may be cost-effective when a significant per¬ 
centage of inpatients has HIV, but there are ethical and 
policy concerns that must be satisfactorily addressed 
before any large-scale counseling and testing program 
can be advocated, said Rebecca Higbee of the UCSF 
news bureau. 

The UCSF study was prompted by 1993 recommen¬ 
dations from the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention to consider instituting voluntary HIV coun¬ 
seling and testing programs for inpatients ages 15 and 54 
years in selected U. S. acute care hospitals, information 


from Higbee indicated. 

Study findings showed that if one percent of a hospi¬ 
tal’s inpatients have HIV, testing to detect inpatient HIV 
infection would cost $16,104 per infection detected, and 
168,874 infections would be detected per year. If ten per¬ 
cent of the inpatients are HIV-positive, the cost would 
drop to $8,353 per infection detected. 

But since some patients decline testing (and those 
who decline are thought to be more likely HIV-positive), 
only 54.2 percent of inpatient HIV infections would be 
detected, according to the UCSF study 

Ethical and policy concerns were also identified by 
the UCSF study: 

• Is an impatient counseling and testing program the 
best use of scarce HIV prevention resources? 

• Are hospitals capable of carrying out such a labor- 
intensive program? (In some settings, inpatient HIV test¬ 


ing has occurred without adequate patient informed con¬ 
sent or counseling, raising ethical concerns.) 

• Will infected persons detected in the program expe¬ 
rience medical or social discrimination? 

• Can the problem of false-positive or indeterminate 
test results be reduced to acceptable levels? 

• Will testing at only selected hospitals lead to those 
institutions being identified as “AIDS hospitals,” causing 
patients and healthcare workers to avoid them? 

• How will counseling and testing be offered to sick 
patients who may not be able to give truly informed con¬ 
sent or understand test results? 

Higbee said the UCSF study was co-authored by 
Center for AIDS Prevention researchers Dr. Andrew L. 
Alvins; Kathryn A Phillips, PhD; Dr. James G. Kahn, Dr. 
Robert A. Lowe, and Dr. Daniel Ciccarone of UC 
Berkeley. T

Gay Glances at the Year on TV

t hroughout 1994, les¬ 
bians and gays hit the 
airwaves in record num¬ 
bers. Comic Lea Delaria 
made a guest appearance on 
Matlock and drag diva RuPaul is 
filming promotional advertise¬ 
ments for cable’s Comedy 
Central. We saw gay episodes 
of Frasier and Friends, and 
there are more recurring gay 
characters on TV than ever 
before. 

But as gay roles and gay- 
related storylines turn up on the 
small screen with increasing fre¬ 
quency, the continuing struggle 
for visibility becomes less a 
question of mere presence on 
the airwaves than one of creat¬ 
ing authentic gay identities. 

In 1994, no image under¬ 
scored that challenge more than 
the gay kiss. From Armistead 
Maupin’s Tales of the City to 
Roseanne to Melrose Place, the 
kiss that dare not show itself on 
TV tested the extent to which 
network executives were willing 
to portray gay “lifestyles” on 
TV. Despite all of the networks’ 
efforts to increase gay presence 
on the airwaves, the gay kiss (or 
lack thereof) revealed a linger¬ 
ing reluctance to portray les¬ 
bians and gays as anything but 
asexual. 

Good start 

When the British-backed 
mini-series Tales of the City pre¬ 
miered on PBS last January, the 
year got off to a promising start. 
Or so it seemed. Adapted from 
the first of Armistead Maupin’s 
six-volume series. Tales chroni¬ 
cles the intersecting lives of a 
group of single people - straight 
and gay - who share an apart¬ 
ment house in ’70s San 
Francisco. 

The film’s unflinching por¬ 
trayal of lesbian and gay life 
brought it both acclaim and 


scorn. Right-wing politicians 
nationwide used a “controver¬ 
sial” image from the program to 
discredit it, the shot in which 
Maupin’s central character 
Michael “Mouse” Tolliver 
(Marcus D’Amico) passionately 
kisses gay gynecologist Jon 
Fielding (William Campbell). 

The kiss was a TV first - no 
kiss between two men had ever 
been this intimate - but it also 
proved damaging. A fierce con¬ 
servative backlash helped sabo¬ 
tage plans for a PBS-sponsored 
sequel. In April, newlyappoint- 
ed PBS president Ervin Duggan 
pulled the plug on Tales 2. And 
by mid-October, Maupin’s 
British backer, Channel 4, 
pulled out as well, citing the fact 
that there were no American 
partners who would share the 
project’s $8 million cost with 
them. What began as a mile¬ 
stone in gay-related program¬ 
ming, became an anomaly, a gay 
blip on the airwaves. 

Not quite a trend 

As the debate over Tales con¬ 
tinued, another gay-related con¬ 
troversy was brewing at ABC 
involving the network’s head¬ 
line-grabbing comedy queen, 
and longtime friend of the gay 
community, Roseanne. In 
February, Tom Arnold (who was 
still Roseanne’s husband and 
executive producer of her hit 
series) announced that network 
officials had pulled an episode 
of the hit show in which a les¬ 
bian character kisses Roseanne 
in a gay bar. After a public out¬ 
cry, the network reversed its 
decision and announced that it 
would air the episode. 

The much-hyped kiss (a par¬ 
tially obscured, three-second 
peck between Roseanne and 
Mariel Hemingway) was the 
second time in two months that 
a gay kiss occurred on TV. But it 
was no trend-setter, a fact that 
became all too clear by season’s 


end when executives at Fox 
proved even more squeamish 
than their counterparts at ABC. 
Last May, in the season finale of 
Fox’s hit show Melrose Place, 
when gay character Matt 
Fielding (Doug Savant) kissed a 
gay friend of Billy Campbell 
(Andrew Shue), the camera cut 
away before the men’s lips met 
to a shot of Billy standing in his 
apartment peering out through 
Venetian blinds at the two gay 
men. When the camera returned 
to Matt, the kiss had come and 
gone. 

Like ABC, Fox feared a 
major sponsor pullout if it had 
shown the kiss. However, unlike 
ABC, Fox had no reason to bend 
to the will of a star (like 
Roseanne), and its decision to 
avoid airing the kiss was the 
year’s clearest indication that 
broadcast networks were not 
prepared to accept the same-sex 
kiss as standard practice. 

MTV paves the way 

Ironically, within a month of 
Matt’s “non-kiss” on Melrose 
Place, TV’s most honest and 
unapologetic portrayal of a gay 
relationship cropped up on 
MTV’s hit docu-soap The Real 
World. Cast member Pedro 
Zamora (who died of AIDS in 
November), along with compan¬ 
ion Sean Sasser, presented to 
viewers the most complete por¬ 
trait of gay life in the ’90s - 
from the affectionate couple’s 
many kisses and hugs to the care 
Sasser showed for his ailing 
companion. 

One reason for this gay 
breakthrough is that MTV 
(Music/Television) is a cable 
network, which means its pro¬ 
ducers can take more chances 
than their counterparts on the 
broadcast networks. 

Furthermore, The Real World is 
not fiction; its record of the 
events of Pedro and Sean’s life 
together were reported as objec¬ 
tive journalism, which, in the 
eyes of right-wing critics, is a 
“morally” defensible position. 


To Hollywood’s credit, 
recent efforts to incorporate gay 
storylines and gay and lesbian 
characters into network pro¬ 
grams have reaped enormously 
successful results, from 
Northern Exposure’s gay wed¬ 
ding last spring to this season’s 
now-classic episode of Frasier 
in which the talk show host mis¬ 
takenly sets up his gay boss 
(Eric Lutes) with housekeeper 
Daphne Moon (Jane Leeves). 

Also noteworthy is TV’s 
newest gay character, My So- 
Called Life’s Ricky Vasquez 
(Wilson Cruz), a sweet and 
streetwise gay teen, whose 


unabashed effeminacy is the 
season’s most intriguing devel¬ 
opment. (But catch Cruz while 
you can; word has it the show’s 
going off the air.) 

In looking ahead to the com¬ 
ing year, the real test for the net¬ 
works will be whether or not 
they can continue to support the 
development of their gay char¬ 
acters, and invest these roles 
with as much depth as they do 
their straight parts. And, if these 
gay characters are to become 
more integral to their respective 
programs, that particular test 
may well prove it’s all in the 
kiss. T

* ith a hearty holiday 
helping of camp 
and more than a 
hint of genuine sen¬ 
timent, the third incarnation of A 
Karen Carpenter Christmas, 
now playing for a short run at 
the Marsh, is easily the most sat¬ 
isfying holiday show in town. 

Now that a Carpenter’s trib¬ 
ute album from the Cranberries 
and Shonen Knife has topped 
the charts, the full lionization of 
the late Karen Carpenter is com¬ 
plete. We may now freely wor¬ 
ship at the shrine of the eating- 
disorder-afflicted, honey-voiced 
singer with only the slightest of 
reverent thoughts. Filmmaker 
Todd Haynes brought us Karen 
Carpenter’s story as performed 
by Barbie dolls. Now, director 
Tom Ross and musical direc¬ 
tor/actor Morey Goldstein go 
one step further and bring Karen 
back from the dead to star with 
her dopey brother in a dopey 
Christmas TV special circa 
1972. 

Katie Guthom’s performance 
as the sweetest singing sister 
since Patty, Maxene or LaVeme 
is wonderful and assures us 
early on that this is not going to 
be some kooky, amateurish ’70s 
love-in. Clean cut, chirpy and 
with the requisite trace of dark¬ 
ness, Guthorn plays Karen 
straight and gets big laughs. It 
helps, too, that Guthorn can 
nicely approximate Carpenter’s 
unique mellow tone, one that 
places Carpenter in the pop 
idiom somewhere between 
Perry Como and Joni Mitchell. 
Can there ever be a more satis¬ 
fying sight than the skinny, grin- 
too-big-for-my-face Carpenter 
wailing on her drum kit while 
crooning a syrupy pop song? 


Guthorn may not have 
Karen’s consummate skill with 
a drumstick, but she sure looks 
good a-playin’ and a-singin.’ 
Goldstein plays the ivory-tin¬ 
kling, back-up singing brother 
Richard as a Hugh Hefner look- 
alike with a bowl cut. 
Goldstein’s Richard steals his 
sister’s spotlight whenever pos¬ 
sible, but often in tiny, hilarious 
ways. Allusions are made 
throughout to Richard’s sexuali¬ 
ty - he wants his sister’s pink 
corvette; his mother hands him a 
fruitcake with damning intona¬ 
tion - but because Richard is 
still with us, we can’t have as 
much fun with him as we can 
with his dead sister. Funny 
world, this. 

Guest stars 
and disco balls 

It’s campy enough to bring 
the Carpenters into the ’90s with 
a cheesy ’70s TV special, but 
throw in “guest stars” like Herb 
Alpert, Barbra Streisand, David 
Cassidy and Ethel Merman (all 
superbly played by Steve Small 
and Meg Mackay), and you’ve 
got a veritable camp fest. 
Mackay’s Streisandian turn is 
informed, as is most of this 
show, by our present-day 
notions of these superstars. 
Much is made of Streisand’s fin¬ 
gernails, her exorbitant perfor¬ 
mance fees and the catch phrase 
“like buttah.” Mackay belts out 
a ballsy “Don’t Rain On My 
Parade” and then decides to give 
the demure Karen some 
assertiveness training. On 
comes the mirrored disco ball 
and Streisand and Carpenter are 
duetting on the disco chestnut 
“Enough Is Enough.” Man, can 
that Karen Carpenter boogie! 
(Pussy Tourette’s choreography 
is divine.) 


When Small appears as 
David Cassidy later in the show, 
the audience goes nuts. After 
singing a bit of “If I Were a 
Carpenter” with Karen, the erst¬ 
while Keith Partridge rips 
through a poppy ’70s Christmas 
song and then breaks into his hit 
“I Think I Love You” while 
women in the front row scream 
and clutch their hair. 

All the hysterics are due in 
no small part to Small’s brilliant 
evocation of the teen idol, right 
down to the puka shell necklace 
and the oh-so-sexy hair flips. 
The guest stars almost steal the 
show from the goody-goody 
stars, but when you’re reveling 
in camp, mugging, hamming 
and stealing focus are par for the 
course. 

And philosophy, too 

In between guest stars, Karen 
and Richard play some of their 
hits, “Rainy Days and Monday,” 
“Superstar” and, of course, 
“We’ve Only Just Begun.” 
Goldstein’s musical direction, 
along with J. Raoul Brody’s 
additional keyboards, is excel¬ 
lent, bringing the Carpenter 
sound to life but punching it up 
just enough to make it more the¬ 
ater worthy. Amidst all the hit 
songs and guest stars, Karen 
gains a boyfriend in keyboardist 
Brody and learns an important 
lesson about the Christmas spir¬ 
it: you have to remember the

sent, otherwise you’ll have no 
future. Great music, big laughs 
and something to think about, A 
Karen Carpenter Christmas is a 
show that will leave you feeling 


on top of the world. ▼

er in London. It’s appropriately 
creepy and quietly knowing. 

Incest also figures in the 
American independent film 
Spanking the Monkey, about the 
frustrating summer a 19-year- 
old boy spends caring for his 
invalid mother. The actress play¬ 
ing the mother is not entirely 
convincing when her relations 
with her son become carnal; the 
film’s real achievement is in its 
evocation of the awkward ter¬ 
rain between adolescence and 
manhood. 

Bravado and audacity 

The only drawback to Pulp 
Fiction is that the supercharged 
ode to straightboy bravado, 
despite its virtuoso aesthetic and 
healthy dollops of pop-culture 
quotation, isn’t really about any¬ 
thing. But it doesn’t matter 
because every time one starts 
noticing the film’s vacant per¬ 
spective, director Quentin 
Tarantino takes off on another 
diverting tangent. (No, we did¬ 
n’t miss the homo rape scene; its 
cheeky construction and authen¬ 
ticity to genre kept it from vex¬ 
ing us too much, though we 
won’t quibble with those who 
found it offensive.) 

Derek Jarman’s audacious 
Blue - so titled because the 
screen remains a deep blue 
throughout - is far more com¬ 
plex than this description might 
suggest. Jarman’s multilayered 
audio track explores vision, life 
with AIDS, politics and culture; 
oddly enough, “pictures” do 
emerge, a reminder of cinema 
imagery’s connection to the 
imagination. 

Taste and ‘Scent’ 

Ang Lee followed up his 
1993 hit The Wedding Banquet 
with Eat Drink Man Woman, a 
gentle comedy about a master 
chef father and his three very 
different daughters. As with 
Banquet, the theme here is the 
clash between tradition and 
modernity and how to accom¬ 
modate the two. Kuei-Mei Yang 
and Chien-Lien Wu as the older 
two daughters turn in nuanced 
performances. 

Tran Anh Hung made a daz¬ 
zling directorial debut with The 
Scent of Green Papaya, nomi¬ 
nated for a 1993 Oscar for best 
foreign-language film (it played 
theatres here in 1994). 
Beautifully photographed and 
with but spare dialogue, Papaya 
tells the story of peasant girl 
who comes to Saigon in 1951 to 
work as a servant. 

Murder and mayhem 

The pity with Peter Jackson’s

fanciful Heavenly Creatures is 
that its events, which culminate 
in the murder of a mother 
attempting to separate two 
teenage girls infatuated with 
each other, are based on real 
life. The director captures the 
manic passion underlying the 
girls’ relationship but in the end 
doesn’t forget the gravity of its 
consequences. Nor does he 
ignore the situation’s lesbian 
overtones: The girls get cuddly 
close and take baths together, 
though Jackson makes clear - 
via a bumbling New Zealand 
psychoanalyst’s ludicrous asser¬ 
tions about homosexuality and 
other touches - that this is not 
the problem. 

I thought Serial Mom would 
vault John Waters into the big- 
time. Shows what I know - it 
flopped nearly everywhere but 
San Francisco, where it ran for 
weeks. Mom lacked star power 
(Kathleen Turner and Sam 
Waterston are not ones to pull in 
the masses), but it’s Waters at 
his most sardonic. The film 
chugs along for a half hour, then 
takes off when someone crosses 
Turner’s apparently sweet 
housewife once too often. 

Its premise was preposterous 
but Speed, the tale of a way¬ 
ward, bomb-laden bus (that 
never dropped below 50 mph no 
matter how many obstacles it 
came across) was by far the best 
- and most draining - action 
flick of the year. Phew! 

Can’t sign off without salut¬ 
ing a few other fine efforts: The 
Last Seduction, starring the 
vicious Linda Fiorentino; 
Clerks, the low-budget comedy 
about two convenience-store 
employees; and Ed Wood, star¬ 
ring Johnny Depp, who holds 
his own as the “world’s worst 
director” next to Martin 
Landau’s splendid imperson¬ 
ation of Bela Lugosi. T

Dreams 

and psychodramas 

One of 1994’s most affecting 
releases was Hoop Dreams,

The boys lit¬ 
erally grow up before viewers’ 
eyes, facing the usual teen trau¬ 
mas plus family disasters, 
injuries, pressure from their 
coaches and other tribulations. 
One of the boys’ mother’s bat¬ 
tles also inspire; her success at 
nursing school near the film’s 
end is as touching as her son’s. 

Andrew Birkin’s The Cement 
Garden is a well-acted psy¬

Queer Delights

’94 QUEER FILMS 


' his may not have been 
I the greatest year for 
the mainstream cine¬ 
ma, but 1994 was not 
without its lesbian and gay 
delights. Below are 10 queer or 
queer-tinged films that 
impressed in one way or anoth¬ 
er since the ball last dropped in 
Times Square. 

Audience favorites 

World and Time Enough and 
Only the Brave won the prime 
audience-favorite votes - and 
deservedly so - at the 1994 San 
Francisco International Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival. Eric 
Mueller’s concept for World 
(which opens at the Castro in 
late spring) was almost revolu¬ 
tionary for grassroots gay cine¬ 
ma: his film about two mid- 
western gay male lovers was 
good-natured, romantic and for 
once didn’t center on whiny, 
narcissistic or murderous 
homos. The lesbian protagonist 
of Brave faces more formidable 
obstacles than did the boys in 
World - a broken home, pyro- 
maniac friends, and a concerned 
teacher whose ability to help 
the young girl is limited. Brave, 
directed by Ana Kokkinos is a 
tough-minded feature that ends 
on a well-earned note of hope. 

Brimming with 
homoerot icism 

Who said they took the 
homoeroticism out of Interview 
With the Vampire ? No way - 
this is one of the queerest pics 
of the year. Tom Cruise munch¬ 
ing on Brad Pitt (so to speak), a 
half-minute two-shot of Brad 
Pitt and Antonio Banderas on 
the verge of a smooch for the 
ages, Tom and Brad as gay 
fathers. Loved it! 

On an equally nonspecific 
note, the Soviet feature 100 
Days Before the Command 
brims with mostly unrequited 
homoerotic tension. In 100 
Days, which played the 1994 
gay film fest, young Soviet sol¬ 
diers are put through torturous 
paces by dispassionate leaders; 
cruelty and kindness alternate 
among the rank and file. 

Sweet and Low(brow) 

Rose Troche’s Go Fish was 
the sweetest lesbian feature to 
come down the pike^n a long, 
long time - since 1985’s Desert 
Hearts, in fact. Aside from its 
girl-meets-girl dynamic, the 
romance in Go Fish couldn’t be 
more conventional; that the film 
has fared so well in distribution 
(just under $3 million domestic 
box office) shows just how 
much we still crave this type of 
imagery. 

Clarence Fok’s Naked Killer 
was first released in ’92, but as 
it only received high-profile 
U.S. exposure in 1994, we’re 
including it here. This (very) 
fast-paced action thriller has a 
goofy sense of humor and an 
almost, but not quite, feminist 
perspective. Its two lesbian 
assassins - Princess and Baby - 
make Sharon Stone’s Basic 
Instinct character look like a 
nun (well, almost). 

Threesome would have been 
just another lowbrow comedy 
for the late-teen set without its 
earnestly positioned gay sce¬ 
nario. A computer mistakenly 
assigns two men and a woman 
(named Alex) to the same dorm

The list which follows is not 
intended to be a “Ten Best” pro¬ 
nouncement; these choices 
reflect ten highlights from my 
reading year 1994. 

The Burning Library 
(by Edmund White; 

Knopf, $25) 

White proved his talents 
extend beyond fiction into 
non-fiction with his 1993 
biography of Jean Genet. This 
new collection of his essays 
centers on literary figures 
(Capote, Williams, Isherwood) 
but includes ruminations on 
gay politics and culture, from 
Stonewall to the present. 
Edited by David Bergman, 
who also edited this year’s 
model of the Men On Men 
series; the cover portrait of 
White is by Mapplethorpe, 
whom the author eulogizes 
beautifully. 

The Desire 

and Pursuit of the Whole 
(by Frederick Rolfe; 
George Braziller, $20) 

Rolfe’s story of the dissolu¬ 
tion of Nicholas Crabbe in 
Venice was never published dur¬ 
ing his lifetime because of its 
scandalous homoerotic content 
(Crabbe loves his servant-boy 
Zildo, and admires muscular 
young gondoliers.) Though it 
was brought out in 1934 in 
much-altered form, this is the 
first complete edition to find 
print. It’s wittier - and more 
overwrought - than Death In 
Venice. 

Desire by Numbers 
(Art by Nan Goldin, 

Fiction by Klaus Kertess; 
Artspace Books, $15) 

The series of Artspace 
Books, which has featured the 
work of David Wojnarowicz and 
Nayland Blake, now pairs 
Goldin’s color photographs of 
boy prostitutes in Thailand with 
a text by Kertess, curator of the 


upcoming 1995 Whitney 
Biennial. Goldin captures the 
boy sex workers during their 
stage acts and in candid por¬ 
traits; Kertess’ words make the 
objectification clear: “Peter had 
never tired of describing the 
silky black velvet down that 
crowned the dicks of the young 
boys in the sex clubs and circus¬ 
es of Bangkok - very different, 
he said, from the crinkly curls of 
the seaweed cascading over the 
top of adolescent Japanese 
dicks.” 

The Folding Star 
(by Alan Hollinghurst; 
Pantheon, $24) 

The second novel by the 
author of The Swimming-Pool 
Library confirms 

Hollinghurst’s reputation for 
brilliance and command of the 
language. He describes the lives 
of “drinky,” boy-crazy protago¬ 
nists in literate, deadpan prose. 
Symbolist painting, gay bar 
camaraderie, a soiled-skivvies 
business and obsessive desire all 
play a part in this dense, master¬ 
ful novel. 

James Baldwin 
(by David Leeming; 

Knopf, $25) 

A new Baldwin biography 
which is unusual for its intima¬ 
cy: biographer Leeming was 


Baldwin’s personal secretary 
and confidante for many years, 
and a caretaker during the 
author’s final days in the South 
of France. The story of a coura¬ 
geous life spent articulating rage 
against racism perhaps errs on 
the side of discretion (Baldwin’s 
notorious alcoholism is down¬ 
played, his sex life skimmed 
over), but the portrait is respect¬ 
ful and loving. 

The Other Man Was Me: 

A Voyage to the New 
World (by Rafael Campo; 
Arte Publico Press, $8) 

In his debut poetry collec¬ 
tion, Campo deftly explores the 
position of “other” in America: 
immigrant. Latino, gay parent. 
The final cycle of poems is a 
meditation on Dr. Campo’s rela¬ 
tionship to his patients with 
AIDS. They are remarkable for 
their clarity and compassion, as 
well as for their form, the son¬ 
net. 

Real: The Letters 
of Mina Harker 
and Sam D’Allesandro 
(by Dodie Bellamy 
and Sam D’Allesandro; 
Talisman House, $10.95) 

This correspondence 

between SF writer Bellamy 
(via her alter ego Harker, the 
heroine of Bram Stoker’s 


Dracula ) and D’Allesandro, a 
local writer who died of AIDS 
at 31, is adventurous in its 
skating the thin ice between 
autobiography and fiction. Part 
of the book’s pleasure is its 
insider’s perspective on the SF 
lit-boho scene; but its most 
powerful passages, in 
Bellamy’s final, virtuoso letter, 
have bigger fish to fry: loss, the 
vagaries of memory, Death. 

Rent Boy 

(by Gary Indiana; 

High Risk, $10.99) 

Indiana’s acerbic wit is at full 
play in this black comic novel 
about a call boy working 
Manhattan. By tale’s end we get 
the dirt on internal organ theft. 
Show Palace jackoff gigs, food 
fashion shoots, and famous writ¬ 
ers with insatiable egos. A 
knowing take on a career of ser¬ 
vicing “the strange desires of 
other men.” 

Try (by Dennis Cooper; 
Grove Press, $20) 

Cooper’s latest novel is some¬ 
thing of a departure for the author 
of Frisk: a more textured work, 
with a measure of tenderness and 
compassion along with the usual 
boy mutilation, necrophilia and 
other nasty stuff. Try's sweet, 
befuddled hero Ziggy is caught 
among two abusive gay dads, his 


pedophile uncle and a “best 
friend,” Calhoun, hopelessly 
addicted to heroin. 

User 

(by Bruce Benderson; 
Dutton, $20) 

The story of lives lost 
beneath Times Square sleaze 
has strong narrative drive and 
energy. Benderson writes in the 
voices of hustlers, crackheads 
and a PWA out for a walk on the 
wild side, with empathy and an 
unfailing ear. User is the best 
novel published by a gay author 
this year. 

Other books which stood out 
from the rest in my 1994 read¬ 
ing include The Wild Party 
(Pantheon), the “lost classic” by 
Joseph Moncure March, with 
drawings by Art Spiegelman; 
Gil Cuadros’ short story collec¬ 
tion City of God (City Lights); 
and Will Self’s fiendish My 
Idea of Fun (Atlantic Monthly 
Press), his sinister follow-up to 
last year’s Cock and Bull. 
Finally, books from 1994 at the 
top of my reading pile for 1995: 
Bad Sex (Serpent’s Tail), an 
anthology of stories by British 
writers, edited by John 
Hoyland; and Margery Kempe 
(High Risk), the new novel by 
San Francisco writer Robert 
Gluck. V

Sparks Might Fly by Cris Newport; 
New Victoria, $9.95 

Sparks Might Fly is an impressive first 
novel by Cris Newport. The subject is obses¬ 
sion (the emotion, not the perfume), and 
Newport uses the world of classical musicians 
to explore this topic. 

Pip Martin is a concert pianist whose 
obsessive love for Corrinne threatens to 
destroy her both professionally and personal¬ 
ly. When Corrinne dumps Pip, her world col¬ 
lapses - she no longer has any desire to play 
the piano. Crushed, Pip returns to her child¬ 
hood home, and her grandfather’s forbidding 
disapproval. The agonizing reconstruction of 
her life forces Pip to confront past demons. 

Newport takes what could be a trite plot 
line (absent mom, mean father figure), and 
fashions a compelling, sometimes painful, 
often exhilarating, exploration of personal dis¬ 
covery. I was particularly impressed with the 
way Newport used the musical imagery to 
reflect her character’s moods and emotions. 
The only musical instrument I play is the 
radio, and in reading Sparks I felt for the first 
time that I understood what it might be like to 
make music professionally. 

Sparks Might Fly is a very good novel. Its 
characters are well-developed, its language 
varied and rich. I strongly recommend it. T

Twists and Turns 

Painted Moon by Karin Kallmaker; 
Naiad, $9.95 


A friend of mine, hearing a tale of noble self- 
sacrifice, responded with the succinct (and 
accurate) comment, “Nobility sucks.” Truer 
words ... as they say. In Karin Kallmaker’s lat¬ 
est, Painted Moon, a pair of true lovers nearly 
miss the romance boat because each is deter¬ 
mined to sacrifice (unnecessarily) for the other. 
But Moon is no “Gift of the Magi” knock-off. 
Kallmaker explores loss and need and relation¬ 
ships in this tale. 

Jackie is an intern in an architect’s office, 
dissatisfied with her job, bored with her 
boyfriend, and entirely unclear on what’s really 
wrong with her life. Leah knows what’s wrong 
with hers. Following the death of her lover, 
Leah has settled into a life of continuous mourn¬ 
ing, hidden away from friends and life in a cabin 
in the mountains. When Jackie’s car goes off the 
road in a blizzard, and Leah rescues her, the 
stage is set for a formulaic girl-meets-girl-and- 
discovers-girls plot line. 

But not from Karin Kallmaker. She takes her 
two main characters on side trips galore, each 
one believable, each a variation of the theme of 
noble self-sacrifice (see above). On the way, we 
meet parents and friends and colleagues, all 
dealing with the life thang in unpredictable 
ways. Kallmaker’s writing gets better and bet¬ 
ter, her observations on the life lesbian more 
and more astute. Painted Moon is a very good 
romance novel with lots of extras. ▼

Sounds That Mattered

il|||P is the season for making 
lists. Lists of people to 
send holiday cards to. 
Lists of presents to shop 
for. Lists of New Year’s resolu¬ 
tions. And, of course, lists of 
your top ten favorite albums of 
the year. 

Okay, so maybe you don’t 
make a list for that last one, but 
I do. And let me tell you, this 
year it was tough narrowing my 
faves down to ten. 

In the music world, this was 
quite a year. In many respects, 
this was the year punk broke -1 
mean, really broke - with bands 
like Green Day and the 
Offspring selling millions of 
records. Even queer punk, still 
very much a nascent, ghettoized 
phenomenon, gained increased 
exposure, with trend stories in 
such major music mags as Spin 
and Raygun. San Francisco 
queer punk heroes Pansy 
Division, opening for Green 
Day, played Madison Square 
Garden a few weeks ago. If 
that’s not a signifier of queer 
punk’s impending arrival, then I 
don’t know what is. 

But let’s give credit where 
credit is due. This year’s punk 
rock explosion is the natural 
progression of the inroads that 
Nirvana paved back in 1991. An 
outspoken advocate of gay 
rights. Nirvana leader Kurt 
Cobain blasted homophobes in 
album liner notes, played anti- 
discrimination benefits, and 
was, in general, one of the most 
queer-positive musicians in con¬ 
temporary rock music. His pres¬ 
ence will be sorely missed. 

The following list is, of 
course, purely subjective. I am 
happy to say however that, save 
for two albums, every band on 
this list has, according to my 
sources, at least one queer mem¬ 
ber. Queers in rock rule! So 
without further ado, here are my 
top ten records of l r 94. 

Hole - Live Through This 
(DGC) 

This is far and away numero 
uno for me. Courtney Love has 
emerged this past year as a con¬ 
summate survivor. Blistering, 
melodic and ferocious, this is 
the record Love had to make - 
the one to throw back in the 
faces of all those who slagged 


her off as a talentless bitch. 
People may still think she’s a 
bitch, but on the prophetically 
titled Live Through This , her 
talent is undeniable. 

Nine Inch Nails - 
The Downward Spiral 
(Interscope/Nothing) 

“Seeds from a thousand oth¬ 
er, drip down from within ... my 
disease, my infection, I am so 
impure.” With lines like that, it’s 
obvious that subtlety is not one 
of Trent Reznor’s strong suits. 
But Nine Inch Nails is not about 
subtlety. Angst and self-hatred 
are the fuel that propels the dark 
and disturbing Downward 
Spiral - along with about a hun¬ 
dred layers of throbbing elec¬ 
tronics and buzz-saw guitars. 

Combustible Edison - 
I, Swinger (Sub Pop) 

Practically every party I’ve 
been to this past year has had 
this record on in the back¬ 
ground. With a laid-back sound 
that evokes images of long-lost 
spy movies and glittery hotel 
lounges, Combustible Edison is 
a red velvet lounge act updated 
for a ’90s hipster crowd. By tak¬ 
ing its cues from ’60s television 


programs and tiki cocktail cul¬ 
ture, it may seem a bit escapist, 
but it’s the perfect antidote for 
those burnt out on sarcasm and 
negativity. 

Beastie Boys - 
III Communication 
(Capitol/Grand Royal) 

Okay, so what if none of the 
Beastie Boys is queer? They’re 
cute, queer-friendly and damn if 
they haven’t gotten funky! Ever 
since they grew up and started 
listening to some of the better 
music of the ’70s, they’ve gotten 
really good. By far my favorite 
hip-hop record of the year, this 
one has a little bit of everything: 
funky grooves, slamming hard¬ 
core punk, laid-back instrumen¬ 
tal jams and deliciously intelli¬ 
gent rhymes. 

The London Suede - 
Dog Man Star (Columbia) 

Melodramatic, pompous, 
pretentious - these might be 
seen as derogatory adjectives by 
some, but they’re precisely why 
I love this album. Brett 
Anderson croons and moans 
with such conviction that it 
makes him all the more endear¬ 
ing, while Bernard Butler’s glit¬

tery guitar evokes shades of 
David Bowie in his glory days. 

Sky Cries Mary - 
This Timeless Turning 
(World Domination) 

Leading this seven-piece 
band through 13 mesmerizing 
tracks, Roderick and Anisa 
Romero may very well be the 
John Doe and Exene Cervenka 
of psychedelic space rock. With 
their gorgeous, trance-like 
grooves, the band sounds unlike 
any other from their grunged- 
out hometown of Seattle. 

That Dog - 
That Dog (DGC) 

Imagine, if you will, what 
Wilson Phillips might sound 


like if they were a punk rock 
band, one that wrote interesting 
lyrics and sang songs about 
girls. Though it may seem like a 
strange concept, this debut 
effort from LA’s cutest band is 
nothing short of impressive. 

Miranda Sex Garden - 
Fairytales of Slavery 
(Mute) 

It’s difficult to describe just 
how beautifully original this 
band is. Violins, recorders and 
glockenspiels find equal footing 
here with more traditional gui¬ 
tars and drums. The band’s pow¬ 
erful songs are aided by soaring 
female vocals, and it’s obvious 
that they’ve all had much in the

took in over $16 million at the 
domestic box office, which 
means that more than queers 
were exposed to gay director 
Andrew Fleming’s gentle per¬ 
suasion. 

Docs tell what’s up 

Three fine documentaries 


explored some painful aspects 
of the queer past and present. 
Arthur Dong’s Coming Out 
Under Fire chronicled the U.S. 
military’s legacy of double¬ 
speak regarding lesbian and gay 
service people. Isaac Julien’s 
The Darker Side of Black 
explored anti-gay sentiment in 


rap and ragga but went beyond 
mere finger-pointing. (Julien 
will be teaching at UC Santa 
Cruz during the spring semes¬ 
ter.) 

There’s a marvelous gender- 
role discussion at the heart of 
Kim Longinotto and Jano

Leather and Drummer con¬ 
tests were staged all over the 
country: In May, San Jose’s 
Jeffrey Tucker ascended to the 
IML title; in September, Keith 
“The Fuzzy One” Hunt of 
Denver won the Inti. Mr. 
Drummer title over 13 other 
contestants; and in late October, 
Rochester’s Victor Magide won 
the American Leatherman title. 


Anne C.S. Bergstedt of 
Seattle won the Inti. Ms. 
Leather title and later resigned. 
Outrage and severe criticism 
greeted the IMsL. Inc. Board 
because of supposed ineptitude 
and lack of communication with 
their paid members. Citing 
“lack of support from the com¬ 
munity,” they farmed out the 
title to former IMsL. Amy 
Marie Meek of Omaha, who 
will produce the contest as a 
profit-making venture in 
Chicago in July 1995. Later in 
the year. 1st runner-up Cindy 
Bookout was sashed with the 
IMsL. title, which she will hold 


until July ’95. 

Nineteen thousand dollars 
(give or take a thousand) was 
“allegedly” embezzled by a 
trusted officer of the Inter-Club 
Fund. According to my sources, 
$1000 of the missing funds have 
been paid back. When the 
remainder will be repaid is any¬ 
body’s guess. 

Meanwhile, the bike clubs 
have staged numerous successful 
benefits in order to build up the 
resources of the ICF treasury so 
that they can distribute funds to 
all the needy who’ve been denied 
grants all these months. ICF offi¬ 
cials say the SF District Attorney

has (as yet) failed to act on the 
complaint and they (the ICF offi¬ 
cials) cannot fully explain the 
delay, or when the embezzler 
will come to trial, if at all. 

As a founding member of 
ICF myself, I can tell you that 
Ken Misso and the other 
founders who are no longer with 
us are probably whirling in their 
graves at this development. 
Charges of “good old boy” pro¬ 
tection of the person who 
betrayed the community have 
been surfacing of late. Don’t ask 
me what’s going on. David 
Scribner can answer any ques¬ 
tions you may have. The ICF 
seems to be in such disarray that 
I’ll bet they don’t even know 
where their corporate seal is! 

Late in 1994, three SF 
leather title-holders raised ques¬ 
tions about the leather commu¬ 
nity and “fixed” contests, 
accountability of funds raised, 
scoring techniques, and the cho¬ 
sen beneficiaries. They’ve been 


writing letters to editors all over 
town. One of these scribes later 
disavowed the content and tone 
of the letters and apologized to 
the community. 

To say that judges in San 
Francisco’s leather community 
are dishonest is a blatant false¬ 
hood, as are many of the other 
charges. I didn’t hear them com¬ 
plain about scoring when they 
won their titles, did you? 

A few weeks ago a summit 
was held with the disgruntled 
and some of the SF Leather 
Daddies. From where I’m stand¬ 
ing, it doesn’t look like much 
was accomplished. Because I’ve 
been judging leather contests all 
over the country (even in 
Canada) since 1980, I hardly 
think my integrity is in question 
by leather leaders around the 
country. I resent being accused 
of the aforesaid by two people 
who are both perceived to be 
unworthy of their titles and 
unclear on the concept of what it 


means to hold a leather title. 

Overall, though, leather com¬ 
munities here and abroad should 
pat themselves on the back for 
having raised literally thousands 
and thousands of dollars for the 
sick and less fortunate. Without 
the leadership of good leather- 
men and leatherwomen, there’s 
no telling how much suffering 
would exist. Your dedication 
and support in helping others 
has been magnificent in 1994. 
Yes, yes yes, the leather com¬ 
munity does care and we prove 
it year in and year out. 

As we move into 1995,1 can 
only hope that this generous 
commitment to others contin¬ 
ues. Maybe, hopefully and 
prayerfully, next year at this 
time, we can all say, “I was 
there for the cure.” 

In the meantime, have fun 
this New Year’s Eve and be 
careful wherever you go. I want 
to see all your smiling faces in 
1995. T

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Deeper Into Oscar 


by John F. Karr 

The Stranger Wilde: Interpreting 
Oscar by Gary Schmidgall; Dutton, 
$29.95 

“A few Scandinavian Kings and a much-cov¬ 
eted statuette aside, there is only one Oscar,” 
writes Gary Schmidgall at the start of his won¬ 
derful new book. The Stranger Wilde: 
Interpreting Oscar. 

There have been many biographies of Wilde, 
and some have even dealt with his homosexual¬ 
ity, usually only glancingly however, and then 
only in conjunction with his trial and conviction. 
The most comprehensive biography, Richard 
Ellman’s nearly definitive 1988 opus, deals with 
Wilde’s sexuality as one of his masks. 

Two other works about Wilde I’ve enjoyed go 
further into gay specifics. Neil Bartlett’s 1988 
Who Was That Man is an inventive reverie and a 
brilliant discourse that attempts to illuminate the 
links between Wilde and the gay man of today. 
Ed Cohen’s 1993 Talk on the Wilde Side betrays 
its origins as a doctoral thesis by being larded 
with academic jargon, but that doesn’t lessen the 
value of its semantic and sociological insight. 

Now we have this book, which is absolutely 


trailblazing in its application of post-Stonewall 
gay sensibility to historical events, as witty as it 
is informative, as deeply reasoned as it is deeply 
felt, and from its initiating concept, gay. 

The Stranger Wilde is hardly a conventional 
biography. Schmidgall left that to Ellman and 
others. As never before, this book is a revelation 
of Oscar Wilde as a gay man. With Wilde’s gai¬ 
ety as the center of his personality, the motivat¬ 
ing factor of his every endeavor. The Stranger 
Wilde reveals a Wilde we’ve never seen before. 
It’s amazing how contemporary this Oscar real¬ 
ly is, so ahead of his time that we can almost 
understand why he was crucified by the prudish 
society he was forced to inhabit. 

Professor Schmidgall, a Village Voice jour¬ 
nalist, and a scholar of comparative literature, 
provides a full sense of Oscar’s gift for language 
and its witty deployment with no little skill of 
his own. He takes us far into the mind of the 
man whose thoughts are uncannily mirrored in 
our deepest gay identity, and he delves painful¬ 
ly into the reasons for the war that society 
waged against Oscar - a war that is still being 
waged against his descendants. Schmidgall’s 
Oscar becomes so human that our pain for him 
is great; this playful, entertaining book is at its 
heart a sad celebration. And that was Oscar. ▼
